Henry T. Cage Took the Solemn Oath of Oifice 


as Governor of Sunny California, 


Most Impressive Inauguration Ceremony Marked a Gladsome 


Day lor This Beautiful Southland 


ECONOMY 13 THE KEYNOTE OF HIS VERY ABLE MESSACE. 


Problems Confrontiig the New Administration Dealt With in a Way That 
Bespeaks Honest and Efficient Management of the Important Affairs 
of State—‘‘No Shori-sighted Policy Should Yield a Land Crimsoned 
With Biood” Expresses His Views Upon the Subject of Expansion— 
Interesting Comments Regarding the State Printing Office—Good Sug- 


gestions for Action by tho Present Lsgistature—Throng of People 
Witness the Imposing Function—How the Governor Rose to the Occa- 


sion—A Pretty Scene. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 4.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] With right hand uplifted 
to his Maker, Henry T. Gage today 
took the oath of office that made him 
Governor of the great State of. Call- 
fornia. For the time being he was the 
greatest man in the Golden State de 
facto, and the-prediction is freely made 
tonight by Democrats and Republicans 
alike that he will prove himself to be 
such per se, before his administration, 
which opened so auspiciously today, is 
many weeks old. 

The inauguration ceremony was a 
most impressive one, and the man 
whom the South delighted to honor as 
a gubernatorial candidate, rose to the 
occasion in a manner that surprised his 
personal friends, who knew him as 
plain Henry T. Gage in Los Angeles. 
It was a most gratifying day for the 
Southland, and the words of praise 
which passed from legislator to legis- 
lator and from State official to State 
official at the close of Gov. Gage’s in- 
augural address were of so warm, 
hearty and sincere a character that the 
faults to which all humari nature Is 
prone, vanished from the memory, and 
the man became identified with his 
great office in the best sense of the 
word. 

The Assembly chamber had been pre- 
pared for the gala occasion. The great 
place of assemblage was arranged 
with a view to seating not only the 
members of the two houses of the Leg- 
islature, but their relatives and friends; 
the members of the families of the 
Governor and Governor-elect, the mili- 
tary and civil staff of Gov. Budd, State 
officials and prominent people gener- 
ally. 

At the back of the Speaker's desk 
two great American flags drooped their 
worn folds to the floor, united at the 
top by an American. shield. The 
Speaker’s desk was hidden by ferns, 
chrysanthemums and smilax, a fringe 
of which decorated each chandelier and 
hung in festoons from. the polished 
wood, which formed for it an attractive 
relief. The chief clerk’s desk was deco- 
rated with potted ferns, palms and 
Japanese primroses, and on the floor, 
grouped around the rostrum, were ever- 
greens, ferns and palms of larger 
growth, the whole forming a most at- 
tractive setting for the inaugural cere- 
mony. | 

The Assembly had adjourned some 
time before noon in order that proper 
arrangements might be made for the 
inauguration, which was to take place 
atl1o’clock. Long before that hour the 
lobby and galleries were packed with 
interested spectators. Mrs. Gage, wife 
of the Governor-elect; Mrs. Budd, -:vife 
of Gov. Budd, and also the mother of 
the latter, torether with a party of 
twenty @r t:went:’-five ladies, relatives 
or immediate friends, entered, escorted 
by Col. Bergin, and were seated in 
front of the chief clerk’s desk at the 
left of the center aisle. 

In the party were Mrs, W. H. Davis 
of Los Angeles, wife of the Governor's 
executive secretary; Miss Burns and 
Miss Maggie Easton of the City of the 
Angels. Mrs. Gage wore a handsome 
gray costume, a white fur boa and a 
large hat with white ostrich feathers. 
Little Lucille Gage, the Governor's 
daughter, looked charming in a black 
velvet cape trimmed with white fur and 
with a big white hat over her yellow 
curls. The little hady was much im- 
pressed with the ceremony, and held 
fast to her mother’s hand during the 
pert of the time that she was not en- 


| gaged with her friend Mrs. Davis, who 


was stylishly attired in a dark blue 
tailor-made gown with black toque. 
Mrs, Budd, wife of the retiring Execu- 
tive, sat beside Mrs. Gage during the 
ceremony, and they conversed on the 
most friendly terms. Mrs. Budd was 
gowned in black satin, with a sealskin

Bergin was. resplendent in his dashing 
military garb. |

the loyalty of Southern Californians to 

the Governor chesen from their part 
of the State. While! the assembly cham- 
| ber was filling with people desirous of 
Witnessing the inauguration, the pro- 
cession escorting Gov. Gage started at 
12:30 o'clock from the Gpiden Eagle 
Hotel, on its way to the State Capitol. 
The escort consisted of two divisions of 
the naval battalion from San Fran- 
cisco, Co... &« Infantry, 
Co. G,. Second Infantry, and the 
Signal Corps of the Second and Third 
brigades. The Signal Corps was mount- 
ed and preceded the. procession. 

Next came the carriage containing 
Giov.-elect Gage, Gov. Budd, A. W. 
Barrett, late adjutant-general, and Maj. 
Frank McLaughlin, chairman of the 
Republican State Central Committee. 
Following this came carriages contain- 
ing the Governor's staff, resplendent in 
gold braid. Next came carriages eon- 
taining State amd 
the Gevernor-fh 
horses, that” 
decorated with small American flags. 

The day was a beautiful one, sunny 
and not too wet under foot. Accord- 
ingly, the streets along which the pro- 
cession passed were lined with people. 
As the procession neared the Capitol, 
the whistle on the State Printing Office 
was turned loose and voiced the joy of 
the multitude by = shrilly shrieking 
through the period of half an hour. The 
lobby and gallery were crowded, but 
the seats og the floor were only sparsely 
filled when Speaker Wright called for 
order. A band playing martial airs at- 
tended Lieut.-Gov. Jeter and party to 
the entrance to the assembly chamber, 
and the Senatcrs filed in and took the 
seats assigned to them. Lieut.-Gov. 
Jeter called the joint assemblage to- 
gether as the State officials entered and 
Gov. Budd's military family marched 
in end took chairs to the left of the la- 
dies and up in front, space Waving 
been made by moving back the desks 
of members. 

At 1:06 o’clock the procession ar- 
rived, and preceded by the _ band, 
marched in. Gov. Budd, in a long black 
overcoat and with his right hand bound 
loosely with a black silk handkerchief, 
in his coat pocket, looked ill, but Gov. 


Henry cf Los Angeles. He wore a 
new black Prince Albert suit, and a 
black tie, loose on his immaculate col- 
lar and shirt front. He carried on his 
arm an overcoat and a hat of the colur 
and pattern famil.ar to those who have 
secn him in the Angel City. As they 
marched forward to’ the rostrum, the 
waiting spectators anpse. 
column took the seats set apart for 
them, Private Secretary Foley having 
the end seat in the front row on the 
right of the main aisle, and near him, 
Secretary Jake Spero of the Republican 
State Central Committee and, further 
along the same row Maj. McLaughlin, 
chairman of the same committee. 
.When quiet was restored the chaplain 
delivered a prayer, and then, erect, fac- 
ing north, his right hand uplifted, the 
man who is to administer the affairs 
of the great State of California for four 
years, repeated slowly and earnestly, 
after Justice Henshaw, the words of the 
oath, emphasizing the closing abjura- 
tion “So help me God,” both with the 
voice and with a nodding of the head 
which his friends will well remember. 
Scarcely had the solemn words passed 
his lips than from the rear of the cham- 
‘ber came the stirring strains of “Hail 
to the Chief,” played by the band, while 
a roar of cannon that caused a vibra- 
tion of air waves in the chamber, came 
promptly an emphatic salute to the 
Governor. | 

Those in the Assembly chamber re- 
sumed their seats . with a clapping of 
hands that was general and prolonged 
far beyond the most sanguine expecta- 
tion. The new Governor took his 
seat at the north end of the Speaker's 
desk. His face was slightly flushed; but 
there was a look of satisfaction in his 
eye and an air of relief in his manner. 
He never appeared to greater advan- 
‘tage in his life than while taking the 
‘gath, and, many, _ afterwards 
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Gage was little changed from the plain. 
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stated, all were much impressed by. his 
earnestness. Near him sat Lieut.-Gov. 
Jeter, Lieut.-Gov.-elect Neff having a 
seat on the floor near the desk. Speaker 
Wright was third in order, and Gov. 
Budd last. 

A few gsecond intervened and then 
the retiring chief magistrate of. the 
State arose and said: 

“Since my inauguration four years 
ago one of the happiest moments of my 
life is that in which I now present to 
you, Gov. Gage, and I predict for him 
an honest and prosperous administra- 


tion. Gov. Gage, I introduce you to the 
people of California.” 
The li in ex-Gov. Budd's strongly- 


marked ftace, indicative of illness and 
suffering, emphasized his words, and 
there was a genuine sincerity in his 
tone, which could not be mistaken. His 
presentation of Gov. Gage was, there- 
fore, entirely in keeping with tne 
‘seriousness of the occasion. Gov. 
Gage stepped to the desk and, with a 
copy of his inaugural address in his 
hand and spectacles on his nose, began 
to read one of the most remarkable 
state papers ever presented ‘to the 
Legislature of the State of California. 
As Lieut-Gov. Neff subsequently told 
The Times correspondent, the keynote 
of the new administration was economy 
as far as possible, consistent with the 
needs of the public service, and the 
message Was full of it. It occupied a 
half-hour fn reading, and was a revela- 
ticn. Some of the newspaper men, in 
wh-spered tons, asked one another how 
the Assemblymen and Senators would 
like the lecture on economy which they 
got from the first citizen of the State, 
but that was before they could hear 
the encomiums freely uttered ab-ut the 
chamber at the close-of the ceremony. 
The message stopped short of the 
point of being too long, and was lis- 
toned to attentively by the great gath- 
ering. Twice during its reading they 
applauded him heartily, first when he 
uttered the ringing sentence, “Undet 
these promising prospects the Philip- 
pines must be retained. No _ short-

ond, strangely enough, was at his ref- 
erence to the newspaper claim bills, of 
which he said: “Although the news-

Office extravagance, the practice of 
lobbying, coyote-scalp claims, suits of 
‘counties against the State for back 
taxes, perplexities of the Wright Irri- 
gation law, and on the San Pedro Har- 
bar, all received special attention from 
those present and the opening portion 
of his address, relative to foreign af- 
fairs, was delivered in intelligent sen- 
tences. Perhaps the portion of the ad- 
dress which attracted the most atten- 
tion was that referring to the State 
Printing. Office muddle, both from the 
fact that ex-Gov. Budd, whom the Re- 
publicans hold responsible for the mess 
in which the office now is, was present 
to listen to the views of his successor, 
and also because the Assembly today 
passed a bill containing a $50,000 appro- 
priation for the printing office’s benefit. 

His peroration was uttered in firm 
tones: “The faithful administration of 
public affairs of State,” he said, “in- 
plies the individual as well as the pub- 
lic good. The money of the State is 
most securely guarded and the rights 
of the people best preserved when honor

Senator 
Gray, a member of the commission, 
has been discussing the subject with 
Democratic Senators, who were averse 
to the acquisition of the Philippines, 
and who opposed some other features 
of the treaty. 

He told them that amendments to 
the treaty would seriously complicate 
matters, and that there was nothing 
now to do but accept the treaty as {it 
stood. Senator Gray will, no doubt, 
make a speech from the standpoint of 
a man who was in the first instance 
opposed to acquiring territory far from 
the United States, but showing that 
the war left the country in a condition 
where the responsibilities were not to 
be avoided. It is understood that Sen- 
ator Hoar and Senator Caffery will 
make extended speeches in opposition 
to the treaty.

Report of the Board of Engineers 
Submitted to Congress. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The board 
of engineers on deep waterways, on 
November 30, submitted to the Secre- 
tary of War a report, which was to- 
day presented to Congress. The work 
executed under the direction of the 


board has been confined to the fol- 
lowing special investigation: 
The projected Niagara ship canal; 


the Oswego-Oneida-Mohawk route; 
the St. Lawrence-Champlain route. A 
measurement of the discharge from 
Lake Erie was made, and a deter- 
mination of the steps in the Niagara 
River secured. Two | routes were 
surveved for the purpose of locating 
a ship canal around Niagara Falls, 
one leaving the Niagara River at Ton- 
awanda, passing a short distance west 


of Lockport, and reaching Lake On- 


tario at Olcott, the other leaving the 
Niagara River at La Salle, five miles 
below Tonawanda, and entering’ the 
Niagara River near Lewiston, below 
the falls and ranids. 

The surveys were completed  be- 
tween terminals above Niagara, with 
the exception of diamond-drill borings 
which are still in progress at lock 
sites. These borings will probabiy be 
completed in three months. In order 
to complete the surveys between deep 
water in Lake Erie and deep water 
in Lake Ontario, small surveys will 
have to be made at the mouth of the 
Niagara River and at Olcott Harbor. 

The Oswego-Oneida-Mohawk route is 
the designation given to that portion 
of the proposed waterway embraced 
between deep water in Lake Ontario 
in front of Oswego, N. Y., and the 
Mohawk River to the west of Troy, 
N. Y¥. The survey of this line has 
been completed, with the exception of 
a small number of borings in -the 
Oswego River, and explorations with 
the diamond drill at sites of locks and 
dams.

A board 
of officers consisting of Gens. Swan 
and Boynton and Col. Carter, adjutant- 
general, which has been considering 
the question of the officers entitled to 
brevets, have recommended that Col.

Col. Barber will be promoted to the 
grade of brigadier-general of volun- 
teers. The Secretary of War and the 
President are very much pleased with 
his conduct at Honolulu. For the same 
reason it has been determined to pro- 
mote Col. J. B. Castleman, command- 
ing the First Kentucky Regiment, whvo 
has s@en arduous service in Porto 
Rico in performing police duty. 

Maj.-Gen. Wade, chairman of the 
American Evacuation Commission of 
Cuba, will be invited to inform the de- 
partment ‘of his wishes respecting the 
duty to which he shall; be assigned. 
The Department ‘of the Missouri, with 
headquarters at Chicago, will be of- 
ferred to Gen. Wade, with the under- 
standing that upon the return of Maj.- 
Gen. Brooke the latter officer shall be 
allowed to resume his station. It is 
believed Gen. Wade will prefer the De-

GOVERNMENT DEMANDS IDENTITY 
OF BRIBE-TAKERS. 


Pioneer Commits Suicide—Fair Es- 
tate Account Filed—Budd’s Last 
Official Act—Attorney French 
Asphyxiated.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 4.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Advices from Yoko- 
hama say that several Japanese are in 
trouble over the letting of the contract 
for the Mikado’s new battleship Ya- 
kumo. The contract involved some six 
million yen, and a number of foreign 
shipbuilding firms were after it. A 
German named Baehr of Yokohama, 
representing a big German ship yard, 
was the cleverest manipulator of bribes 
in the Navy Department, and secured 
the contract. 

Had he not used too many Japanese 
of influence, all would have been well. 
He first contracted with Hidaka to use 
his influence, for a commission of 2 per 
cent. Soon after, hé was furnished 
proof that a certain aged Japanese 
named Miyashita had a stronger “pull” 
with the Navy Department. Accord- 
ingly, Baehr called it off with Hidaka, 
and promised a commission to Miya- 
shita. 

Hidaka had already brought every 
possible string to bear upon the Navy 
Department in the interest of the Ger- 
man firm, and soon after the contract 
was awarded. Clever Hadika then hur- 
ried to Germany and collected his com- 
mission of 60,000 yen. This let Miya- 
shita out altogether. He had spent 30,- 
000 yen, and is now bringing suit 


against Baehr before the German Con- {- 


sulate. The Japanese government is 
complicating matters by demanding 
the identity of those who received the 
bribes. 


CALIFORNIA FRUIT.

SENECA SWALM NO MORE. 


FELL DESTROYER OF HOMES AND 
HEARTS IS DEAD. 


Gay Adventurer Over Whom Women 
Went Crazy. Succumbed to the 
Inroads of Premature Old Age in 
His Dingy Little Room at ’Frisco, 
Remarkable Crreer. 


[BY DMECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Seneca’Augustin Swalm 
is dead. The one-time friend of Clara 
Belle McDonald, the destroyer of 
homes, the wooer and breaker of wom- 
en’s hearts, the forger, thief and ex- 
convict, breathed his last at 3 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, in his room at No. 
1512 Larkin street. Paralysis was the 
cause of death and the end came after 
an ttiness of three Weeke New Yor 
was his place of birth, and 47 yvears his 
age. Relatives survive him here and ifn 
the East, and they have only to say: 
“He is dead now, and it is not more 
than charity to allow him to rest in 
peace.” 

Seneca Swalm was one of the gay- 
est adventurere who ever appeared in 
San Francisco. Intellectually he was 
a man far above the average, and per- 
haps it was on that account that he. 
was so successful. Extremely good 
looking, fashionable in appearance, a 
smooth talker, with the most polished 
manners, he was extremely popular 
with impressionable women, and his 
pathway was strewn with wrecked 
homes. Women followed him as chil- 
dren once trooped behind the Pied 
Piper of Hamlin. He had a record in 
New York, Denver and San Francisco, 
and his dupes were always women. 
Women made fools of themselves over 
the good-looking Seneca, that 
he did was to fall in good-humoredly 
with their whims. 

People have not forgotten what a 
profound sensation was caused by the 
arrest of Swalm in November, 1887. 
He was on his way East at the time, 
and was arrested at Colfax, on war- 
rants telegraphed from this city. “Dick” 
McDonald was at the time getting a di- 
vorcé from his wife, and it was at his 
instance that Swalm was arrested. The 
handsome fugitive is said to have of- 
fered his captor $5000 if he would mys- 
teriously lose him somewhere on the 
road, but the constable kept him safe. 


When Swalm arrived in San Fran- 


cisco and his person and baggage were | 
searched, he was found to have $15,000 
in treasury notes of $1000 each, and 
some $600 in small coin. He was also 
the custodian of $6000 worth of jewelry, 
the property of Mrs. McDonald. In 
his trunk was her sealskin sack. It 
was also supposed that Mrs. McDon- 
ald entrusted Swalm with the property, 
desiring to save something from the 
wregk after the trouble with her hus- 
band. 

Swalm was charged with half the 
crimes in the catalogue, among them 
forgery on a forged indorsement of 
some stock sold to Senator Stanford, 
which Swalm was believed to have 
signed, grand larceny in taking the 
jewels and money of Mrs. McDonald, 
and a number of other things. A jury 
convicted him and he served his term, 
being released about four years ago. 
Prison life had turned him into an old 
man, and since then he has frequently 


lacked food and common comforts.

SACRAMBPNTO, Jan. 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There is a decided, change 
in the Senatorial situation tonight, 
and Grant stock has gone up wonder- 
fully. Not only have the Oakland 
Enquirer and the Chronicle come out 
for Grant editorially as the one man 
around whom the anti-Burns forces 
can properly rally, but there is a split 
in the Bulla band that, from all in- 
dications, will result in the disin- 
tegration of the Los Angeles delega- 
tion. The Bulla men held a caucus this 
afternoon, and while they refuse to 
disclose what transpired, there is rea- 
son to believe that they are reaching 
the parting of the ways, and will not 
much longer remain content under the 
leadership of a man whom wiseacres 
say cannot possibly win. 

Some of the best members of the 
delegation are restive under the re- 
straint that is put on them. They see 
clearly, as The Times has heretofore 
set forth, that the fight at the pres- 
en moment is really between Burns and 
Grant, and they have abandoned hope 
of assistance from the railroad, which 
assistance they must get and will have 
if they win. They are considering 
whether it is better to observe the let- 
ter of the Los Angeles convention's 
resolutions and stand by Bulla, with the 
possibility of throwing away their 
votes, or to observe the spirit of those 
resolutions, and, after one compliment- 
ary ballot, ask his withdrawal and the 
privilege, which is also a duty, of 
voting for the best man who may 
reasonably be expected to win. 

Bulla’s managers are already trying 
to substitute some name which can 
unite the delegation and yet be stronger 
than Bulla’s, ‘but hesitate to come into 
the Grant camp, where they properly 
belong, if the wishes of Southern Cali- 
fornia are to be considered, and where 
the members, all or most of them, 
it is confidently believed, will ulti- 
mately land. There is a dearth of en- 
thusiasm outside of the Grant forces 
that is very noticeable, and the Burns 
men will have to import a new lot of 
shouters from the -bay if they expect 
to keep his boom afloat. They are etill 
making all kinds of claims of strength, 
but one thing is certain, they have 
lost ground since Daniel came out. 

HOW THEY CHANGE. 

On instance of the way in which the 
Burns advocates are falling away from 
him was witnessed today when a cer- 
tain wealthy Californian, having large 
business interests in the coast counties, 
packed his gripsack and turned his 
face homeward without attempting to 
accomplish what he had come here to 
do. Through the medium of represent- 
ing that Burns would be more likely 
to favor business enterprises in which 
he himself would be interested, he in- 
tended to influence certain Assembly- 
men, whose names are withheld for 
obvious reasons, and have them cast 
their votes for Burns. 

Friends of Grant, before they had 
learned of his mission, prevailed upon 
him to visit the San Diegan’s head- 
quarters. Here he was introduced to 
Grant, and they spent some time to- 
gether in conversation about the ques- 
tions of the day and the business af- 
fairs of the country at large. The effect

PORTO RICO GOVERNMENT. 
Henry’s Pian for the General 

Assembly Explained. 

SAN JUAN (Porto Rico,) Dec. 15.— 
[Correspondence of the Associated 
'ress.] One of the best things for the 
successful future of the island of Porto 
Rico, end a measure which promises 
much for the island, is immediate good 
government and political peace, is the 
general assembly, which convenes 
December 19 in San Juan. The idea of 
this meeting was launched by Gen.

eontrol of the island’s affairs. His 
letter on the matter suggests ang@me- 
quests that there convene on the 19th 
inst. in San Juan two delegates from 
every municipal council in Porto Rico, 
of which there are seventy-two all told. 
One of these delegates will be a Liberal 
and the other a Radical. Thus will 
the island’s tWo parties be evenly rep- 
resented. The Mayors of the respective 
towns will make these appointments of 
delegates, and they have been cautioned 
to do so fairly. They have been told 
that if there are no Radicals, for in- 
stance, in their council, such a man 
must be selected from the community 
at large.’ Copies of these instructions 
sent to the different Mayors have been 
placed in the hands of all American 
military post commanders, and these 
officers have been instructed to see that 
the appointments of the delegates be 
fairly made. 

The purpose of this assembly is, first, 
to- destroy the impression that Porto 
Rico is governed by one-man power; 
and second, to bring Gen. Henry into 
closer contact with the wishes and de- 
sires of the people. The measure has 
much to recommend it. In the first 
place it is a direct appeal to the man- 
hood and the best characteristics of 
every man intheisland. It gives them 
self-res t. for it shows them that 
they a all to be considered by the 
man wh® at present rules their destiny, 
and it gives them a practical illustra- 
tion thag the government of the island 
is ror t good of the greatest number 
of its injabitants. 

He hag already made it plainly un- 
derstood;s that there is to be no per- 
sonal bi¢kering or invective, no child- 
ish complaint of political enemies, no 
effort to further personal vengeance 
at this assembly. Such actions will 
not be tolerated for a moment. Gen. 
Henry will open the meeting by first 
asking all the members present of one 
political party to stand up, then the 
same request will be made to the mem- 
bers of the other party. This will 
be followed by a few well-chosen words 
from the general, in which he will say 
that he purposes to organize another 
party of which he will be the leader, 
a party which has no past history, 
a' party which is friendly to all men, 
a party which holds one object and that 
is the advancement, the education, the 
improvement, the prosperity, the peace 
and future happiness of the Island of 
Porto Rico. Every man who desires to 
join this new party will be asked to 
rise, and it is expected that every 
man present will do so. Those who 
have not the manliness and sincerity 
to answWer to this appeal will be po- 
litely told that their presence is no 
longer wanted. 

If one can judge from the comments 
already current concerning Gen. Hen- 
ry’s idea, it runs a very good chance 
of being‘ eminently successful. It will 
do more to unite the people of Porto 
Rico than any other thine. The coun- 
try needs disinterested and capable lead. 
ers, and.the country will follow such 
men like sheep when once they are 
convinced of that leader's sincerity. 
It is doubtful if there. are any such 
leaders among the Porto Ricans them- 
selves; they are too suspicious and too 
cunning to believe in the integrity and 
singleness of purpose of any of their 
own men. . But a man from thé outside 
world, concerning whose. honesty of 
intention there ix._no manner of doubt, 
‘could win.a large dad devoted following 
in Porto Rico. 

‘Gen. Henry's letter about this assem- 
bly was issued December 9, and in 
English. It had to be translated before 
it,.could reach the people, and it is only 
today that one can get-mature criti- 
cism upon its import. This inauguration 
of broader and better ideas is discon- 
certing to some local politicians, ‘and 
we have even had evidences of a re- 
currence to old political ways and. do= 
ings; the Spanish translation of’ the 
letter.that was first made public was 
distinctly misleading, and obscured 
certain’ points that the general -kha@ 


once noticed and so severely criticised 
‘that the mistake was corrected, and 
the public were quickly given a truth- 
‘ful rendering of the American general’s 
energetic and promisimg words. 

‘Among certain Porto Ricans a fear 
is expressed that the delegates wil] 
not be representative of the two par- 
ties; that it will be impossible to get 
the two parties to come together even 
on the pregent great issue, A Liberal 
newspaper furthers the rumor, and at- 
temps to give it credence, that the Rad- 
icals, unable to forget the past, have 
refused to be represented, and this pa- 
per calls loudJy upon the public to see 
that they, the Libetals, are free from 
any such unpatrietic intention. Other

SAN JUAN SANITATION. 


Very ‘Demoralized Condition—Plan 
for Bettering It. 


SAN JUAN (Porto Rico,) Dec. 18.— 
[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.] In the matter of cleanliness 
this city is deceptive. If: one comes 
from other island towns to San Juan, 
or, better yet, if one comes from the 
average West Indian port to San Juan, 
this place will at first seem clean by 
contrast. A comparison can be made 
to a shiny steel tire on. a very muddy 
wagon wheel. The city streets then 
are for the most part clean, but the 
houses and the numberless interior 
courts and connecting alleyways are 
indescribably dirty. There is no doubt 
but that the sanitation question needs 
very thorough handling, for nothing to 
speak of has been done in the past, and 
of their own will the people will do 
nothing today. San Juan city is built 
on the western end of a long and nar- 
row island that runs almost due east 
and west across the northern side of 
San Juan Harbor. The northern side 
of this island is sixty or seventy feet 
above sea level, and from this ridge the 
land slopes evenly to the south or har- 
bor side of the island. The harbor is 
large, and has an eastern and a west- 
ern entrance; the western entrance 
only can be used by ships; the eastern 
entrance is shallow. But there is a 
fair current of water through the har- 
bor, with each slight raise and fall of 
the tide. The prevailing winds are from 
the north. 

A noticeable feature of the city 
streets is that the first floor, in cases 
where the houses ,|have two stories, are 
either given over to. offices and ware- 
houses, or are inPabited by the poorer 
classes. Eve one knows. that it is 
healthier to livé, above the ound 
floor, consequently all those who can 
afford to, do live there. A doctor, a 
man who has studied the question .of 
the city’s health, has declared that in 
order to make the city clean and heal- 
thy, these poorer classes, mostly com- 
posed of negroes, should be driven away 
to the country. This action he con- 
siders imperative for the lasting success 
of any measures toward city sanitation. 
As one walks through the streets one 
catches glimpses of interior courts that 
seem alive with people; and is im- 
pressed with the great number who live 
in small spaces, deprived of air and 
light. Americans have wondered how 
this city could house the 30,000 inhabi- 
tants attributed to it: a visit to the 
interiors of the houses would quickly 
inform them. In these tenements the 
Sanitary arrangements are practically 
nil. There are no public lavatories in 
town, and the vast amount of clothes 
that is weekly washed in this, as in all 
Central American cities, is done in 
these houses. Alleyways, halls and 
crowded rooms are forever hung with 
damp clothing; dirty Water stands in 


foul tubs and so empties into drains 


that do not drain. The houses are 
crowded with naked children, food is 
cooked over charcoal fires in any cor- 
ner, and all water comes from under- 
ground reservoirs in the yards that 
catch the rain from the roofs. All 
the water that the city has today is cls- 
tern water. The malodors from these 
many tenements blow -. out into the 
streets and rise to the people who live 
above. It is almost ~mpossible to 
find today in San Juan a second story 
for living purposes under which there 
does not reside several families with 
habits such as are here described. 
Whether these people can be driven 


would prefer to live o ight square 
feet of dirt in the capita’ than in’ the 
fresh air of the.country, an! such tene- 
ment property is highly pacfitable to 
the owner here as elsewhere, You can¢ 
not drive the negro to the op@ fields 
unless you there provide shelté, for 
him, and even if you told him he n, ust 
move within three-or six months 
would make no effort to find himselt 
quarters elsewhere. It would be neces- 
sary to build hotuses for him in the 
country, and there make him remain. 
Any such movement would be strongly 
opposed by the property-owner. While 
theoretically this action would bring 
the best lasting results, its practical 
application will be found difficult. In 
case it cannot be done, the cleansing 
of the city must be considered with 
these people still in their homes. The 
j natural conditions of the town make a 
good drainage system possible. There 
is ample fall from all points into the 
harbor. Whether there is .sufficient 
harbor flow to carry away the matter 
thus drained has never been deter- 
mined. If there is not, the eastern en- 
trance might be sufficiently enlarged to 
bring this about. 

The Spaniards long ago started work 
on a system of water supply to be 
brought from the country’ through 
aqueducts, and this system was very 
nearly completed when the war came 
on. Unfortunately, the Spaniards ob- 
tained for their aqueduct condemned 
pipes from Demerara, andto supply 
the amount of water neede@ for Sar 
Juan these pipes should stand a pres- 
sure of 150 pounds. They have never 
been tested for more than seventy-five 
pounds, and it is probable that the 


j higher pressure would prove the pipes 


to be valueless and necessitate new 
ones. However, this much has already 
been done toward getting ample and 
good water to this city, and this mat- 
ter is of first importance to the city’s 
health. 

If the undesirable first-floor negro is 
to stay in town he must first be taught 
how to live properly, and then made to 
do so. .It is not sufficient to post in- 
structions on tenement house doors; 
sewers must be built and until that 
time all washing of clothes should: be 
done in proper public lavatories: there 
must be ample and good water; proper 
and hygienic living must be made pos- 
sible, and then the people must be se- 
verely punished for each infraction of 
the rules; only thus can they be 
handled and effectively taught. It will 
be useless and farcical to attempt to 
force them to live properly without 


giving them the means so to do. The 
situation can be summed up thus 
shortly: The ctty today is over- 


crowded, there is not sufficient water 
and what there is is bad, the soil is 
impregnated and poisoned with the ac- 
cumulation of years and centuries and 
there are no sanitary arrangements 
such as sewers and drains. The ques- 
tion can be handled radically and 
Straight out from the shoulder, in 
which case the population of the tene- 
ments will have to be thinned out, or 
the matter can be temporized. 

The cleaning of the city is now in 
the hands of the City Council. Since 
the American occupation they have 
been attempting to do something in the 
matter, but they clearly lack the abil- 
ity to grasp and handle the question. 
They have no idea as to what a clean 
city, according to our American ideas, 
should be. None of -them has ever 
been intimately acquainted With one. 
At a recent meeting of the Council, 
when this subject came up for discus- 
sion, one member pompously remarked: 
“Let us show these Americans that we 
can keep this city clean as well as they 
can.” Inasmuch as we have before us 
the result of sevé@ral centuries of their 
effort in this direction the remark ap- 
pears ridiculous. The matter of the 
sanitation of this city needs American 
handling. It calls for a North Ameri- 
can to run it. It i@ the purpose of tie 
present American military authoritics 
to @lHow the Porto Ricans to administer, 
withim certain linmyMations, their own 
affairs. Well and good; but this mat- 
ter of health, which affects every Amer- 
icam resident in the capital, should be 
energetically administered by an Amer- 
ican. It ie manifest that a Porto Rican 
cannot do it as it should be done. 


San Juan is a long line of old Spanish 
fortifications. There are walls many 
feet thick broken by embrasures for 
cannon and old sentry boxes. In pic- 
turesque irregularity they stretch 
along above the breakers from Moro 
Castle on the western end, to the old 
fortress of San Cristobal on the other. 
This part of San Juan is the most at- 
tractive: it is exposed to the per- 
sistent trade winds and the ground is 
the highest in town. It is clearly the 
best loeation in the city, but, unfor- 
tunately. it is now occupied by San 
Juan’s worst and dirtiest inhabitants. 
The old walls and the broad street be- 
hind them lend themselves to a most 
attractive scheme of city improve- 
ment. With grading and leveling 
there could be built here the most at- 
tractive driveway in the West Indies. 
The old walls would hold it up from 
the sea. Moro would mark one end, 
San CristoVal the other; there would 
be the cool trades to rattle the palm 
leaves planted to give shade; lights 
would make it bright at night, the 
fwaves would flash white over. the 
rough coral below, and sea and sky 
would give one mass of brilliant, blue 
color. If such an enterprise were 
started by the municipality or the 
state. private enterprise would seize 


the tumble-down barracks that now 
face the future driveway, and this 
property would be improved, and all 
would be in keeping.

FROM CHALDEAN ARGASTES II TO 
ASYRIAN TIGLAT PHALASSAR.,

Dr. Belck and a Colleague Near Lake 
Wan Exenvating the Ruins of 
Former’s Palace Find Invaluable 
Inscriptions on the Drains. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s' London cable 


says from Berlin comes news of dis- 
coveries made by Dr. Belck near Lake 
Wan. He and Dr. Lehmann are 
searching for Chaldean inscriptions, 
the cost of their expedition being de- 
frayed from the fund to which the prin- 
ainpal contributors are the Kaiser and 
the Virchow Institute. According to 
letters dated Tiflis, November 26, the 
two explorers in excayating among the 
ruins of the palace of the old Chaldean 
King, Argastes II, came across this 
monarch’s wine cellar. It was filled 
with colossal earthenware vessels, a 
few of which have been secured for the 
Berlin Museum. 

Of far greater importance, however, 
is their discovery of the inscriptions on 
the drains of the palace, which furnish 
a complete chronology to the time of 
the Assyrian King, Tiglat Phalassar, 
about the eighth century before Christ. 
Belck and his colleagues intend now 
to visit the upper Tigris, Mossul and 
Nineveh, and to continue their investi- 
gations in what is probably the home 
of the earliest civilization, in the 
district between Mount Ararat and the 
upper reaches of the Tigris and the 
Euphrates. 

Dr. Petrie has now _ conclusively 
proven that Egypt was inhabited by 
men previous to 4000 B. C. Excavations 
between Nagade and Ballos show that 
some foreign race must have driven out 
the early inhabitants of the country, 
Petrie thinks this prehistoric race in 
Egypt flourished about 5000 B. C., or 
possibly even earlier. The people were 
probably of the Libyan stock, with 
some negro mixture. The relics found 
consisted chiefly of statuettes, games, 
slate palettes for grinding paint, 
beautifully ribbed flint knives of. ex- 
treme delicacy, forked lances, arrows, 


carved spoons, harpoons, earrings and 
combs. 


WORSE THAN MURDER. 


Mrs. Lucretia Kent Believed to Have 
Been Staved to Death.

velopments since the finding of the 
bodv of Mrs. Lucretia Kent at her 
home Sunday night, have led to the 
suspicidn that she was murdered, and 
Jghn Fuchs is locked up in _ jail, 
pending investigation by the officers. 
eMrs. Kent’s body was found in her 
house in the fashionable residence dis- 
trict of ‘Springfield. The woman's 
right hand had been caught beneath 
the springs of a folding bed, and 
there she had been held a prisoner un- 
til she starved to death. An examina- 
tion of the body resulted in the find- 
ing vf marks on the throat to indicate 
that Mrs. Kent had been choked. 
Other bruises were also found. It is 
the theory of the police that Fuchs 
and the woman quarfrelled; that’ the 
man struck her; that the fo'ding bed 
was pulled down in the scuffline and 
pinned the woman’s arms so that ina 
rage Fuchs left the house without re- 
leasing her. and that she slowly died 

from hunger. 


ADAMS-CORNISH POISONING. 


Police Have Three Men Under Sur. 
veillance.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—The police 
have three men under surveillance in 
connection with the Mrs, Adams-Cor- 
Witthaus, who 
has been analyzing the contents of the 
bottle out of which Mrs. Adams drank, 
today made his report to the District 
Attorney. 

Prof. Witthaus said definitely that 
the poison in the bottle sent to Cornish 
was cyanide of mercury, and that he 
believes the sender of the poison must 
have either been a chemist or one with 
an intimate knowledge of chemicals. 
Prof. Witthaus also says that the bot- 
tle containing the poison was not a 
bromo seltzer, though a label taken 
from a regular bromo seltzer bottle had 
been pasted over this bottle. All the 
suspects are said to be men who had 
grudges against Cornish.

Sensational Story of Popular Fury

HAVANA, Jan. 4.—[{By West, Indian 
Cable.] The afternoon -paper today 
sent a thrill through the city with a 
report that a torture and execution 
chamber had been found at the resi- 
dence of the Spanish military Governor, 
adjoining the palace. The papers de- 
clared that there the Spanish officials 
questioned and-murdered political pr's- 
oners. According to their accounts, the 
floor of the chamber was covered with 
dried blood, and its walls were indented 
with machete strokes. 

An excited crowd soon gathered out- 
side the house, which was last occupied 
by Cen. Parrado. The reported torture 
che-nber is a room eight feet square, 
just off the dining-room. As a matter 
of fact, it was probably used as a pan- 
try. In the wall there is a dirty iron 
bar, evidently used to hang meat on, 
and a piece of discolored rope is sus- 
pended from it. It is inconceivable 
that Gen. Parrado practiced torture 
noxt to his dining-room. 

GEN. SANGER’'S PROCLAMATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT. 

HAVANA, Jan. 4.—Gen. Sanger, who 
is in command at Matanzas, has issued 
a proclamation there on the lines of 
the one issued by Gov.-Gen. Brooke. It. 
has been favorably received. The 
United States flag has been raised over 
the Cienfuegos customhouse, and Sefior 
Pedro Hernandez appointed collector. 

FOR BETTER CONTROL.

HAVANA, Jan. 4.—For purposes of 
better military control, the suburbs of 
Havana have been placed under Gen. 
Ludlow’s command, and the detached 
companies of volunteers and rolice in 
the suburbs have been removed from 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee’s command to Gen. 
Ludlow’s. Colt. W. H. Mabry of the 
First Texas Regiment, who has been 
pronounced to be dying of cerebro- 
stinal meningitis, was still alive at 8 
o’clock this morning. Maj. Savage is 
suffering from malarial fever. 


SANTIAGO STIRRED UP. 


One Spark Would Set Up a Blaze of 
Insurrection, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Jan. 4.— 
Meetings were held at all the political 
clubs last night, and even the most 
conservative people, those favoring the 
annexation of Cuba to the United 
States, were astonished at the orders 
from Havana for the centralization of 
the customs money there. The past 
forty-eight hours have completely al- 
tered the situation of affairs here. The 
province has gradually settled down 
and was contented with the order of 
things prevailing, recognizing the ben- 
efits conferred. Now there is a com- 
plete change, and there is no exaggera- 
tion im saying that the situation is 
critical; that a spark will set up a blaze 
which would plunge the province into 
insurrection. 

It is generally admitted that if 1000 
men were discharged suddenly from 
the public works, such action would 
probably cause a revolt, which it would 
be hard to quell. Maj.-Gen. John R. 
Brooke, the Governor-general of Cuba, 
is apparently ignoring Gen. Leonard 
Wood, in command here, and is cabling 
direct to his subordinates. He has or- 
dered the acting collector of customs to 
bank no money, and to the commana- 
ing general of the province he hag or- 
dered his officers to close several miror 
offices, including Bayamo, practically 
shutting off the mail of the regiments 
there. Dr. Castello will accompany 
Gen. Wood to Washington, representing 
the British interests in Santiago, to 
lay these matters before the President. 

Gen. Wood’s werk here is now more 
thoroughly appreciated by the Cubans. 


HAVANA NOTES, 
Deputation of Bankers Call on Gen. 
Brooke—His Answer. 
FASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

HAVANA, Jan. 4.—[By West Indian 
Cable.] Today a deputation of bankers, 
including Sefior Abella, governor of 
the Bank of Spain, called upon Gen. 
Brooke to inquire whether the United 
States treasury rulings as to cash for 
custe-ns applied to other bus‘nass. 
They were directed to put their ques- 
tions in writing for reference to Wash- 
ington. The main point is whether 
holders of American drafts must accept 
the centene at the rate of $4.82, or can 
exact United States currency. if tne 
former is required some twenty millions 
‘n Spanish gold wil] stay in Cuba. They 
are desirous to replace Spanish cur- 
rency with “merican. The price of 
silver is not affected by the treasury 
rulings. Although the custemhouse 
only values a silver dollar at 60 cents 
in silver, the bankers pay at least 76 
cents. There are ten milliens in silver 
here which will probably. leave grad- 
ually.

Tine contract cf the police uniforms 
has been, awarded and jit is expected 
that the force will be ready by Feb- 
ruary 1.

A MISUYDERSTANDING. 


If These Caibuns Go Wild There is 
No Réason for It. 
fASSOCTATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Regarding 
the sensational reports from Santiago 
that the whele province has been in- 
flemed by the recent order of the War 
Department “‘concentrating’all customs 
money in Havana,” thus threatening a 
stoppage of all public improvements, 
and threatening to throw thousands of 
Cubans out of employment, it may be 
authoritatively stated that any excite- 
ment existing in Santiago is due toa 


misapprehension of the War Depart- 


ment’s order. 

It seems to have been taken for 
granted that the order contemplates 
sending all currency collected for cus- 
tome duties to Havana, and thus cut- 
ting off the Governor of Santiago prov- 
ince from the employment orf local la- 
bor. The fact is that the officer in 
charge of customs at the various ports 
of entry are merely ordered to “make 
weekly reports to the Collector of Cus- 
toms of the island at the chief port or 
all transactions at the sub-port over 
which he may have jurisdiction, with 
copies of entries of merchandise duly 
certified.” 

So far from the War Department con- 
templating any curtailment of the re- 
lief work in Cuba, an order already 
has been issued to the Governor-Gen- 
eral directing him to furnish work to 
every able-bodied Cuban applying for 
it at a fair rate of weekly wages, meas-

MEN OPPOSED TO EVERYTHING OUT 
OF PURE CUSSEDNESS. 


Trying to-Jalk Long Enough to Kill 
Canal Legisiation—The Continu- 
oas Session as an Expedient— 


Grief Over the Death of Senator 
Morrill, 


[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Dec. 29.--It 
looks just now as if the “anti men 
in the United States Senate might ex- 
tract some pleasure out cf the fifty-two 
working days remaining at the disposal 
ef the Fifty-firet Congress. Such Sena- 
tors es C-ffery,, Tillman, Pettigrew 
ond Allen ure opposed to everything, 
ro matter whciher it is a treaty of 
peace, a great public undertaking, a 
reform in the laws, the Nicaragua 
Canel, or what not. They oppose it ap- 
parently out of pure cussedness and to 
hear themselves talk. It is always 
easier to formulate negative than posi- 
iive arguments, anyway, and these 
Senators are great in opposing things. 
They are cppesea to the treaty of 
peace, and ihey are oppcsed to the 
Nicaragua Crra!t. The treaty of peace 
will be. ratified, byt. if they talk long 
enough about it there will be no time 
remaining in which to pass canal 
legislation. Theot is their game at 
present, and s> they will talk and talk 
against expansicn in executive session 
until the ‘session has been dawdled 
away with nothing done. 

The rules of the Senate do not per- 
mit these men to be shut off, no matter 
how long they may talk. There is no 
way of stopping them except by going 
into. centinuoevs session, which will be 
Gone when the proper time arrives. That 
mates it a question of endurance. Sena- 
avis will have charge of the treaty 
of ycace in the Senate, and he is an

to accomplish a purpose. session 
he meade up his mind one day it wa3

To return to the Nicaragua Canal, 
there exists a pretty strong belief here 
that President McKinley would call an 
extra session of Congress to get this 
measure through, if it is not authorized 
‘by the-present session. Several men 
have asked him to bear an extra ses- 
sion in mind if the canal fails during 
this session, and he has promised to-do 
so. The President will not call an 
extra session for currency -legislation. 
He does not believe that the currency

and he has a good political argument to 
back up his opinion. Should the Re- 
publicans call an extra session of 
Congress and pass currency reform 
laws next summer, those laws could not 
be put into operation and thoroughly 
tried before the 1900 elections. Then 
the Republican party would go into a 
Presidential campaign with nothing but 
a theoretical law to defend, while the 
Democrats would attack the early fall- 
ings of the haw with good effect. The 
President believes that this would be 
exceedingly foolish, and his advisers in 
the party agree with him fully. 
Senator Morrill’s death caused most 
profound grief in Washington. In this 
city the Vermont Senator had never 
been regarded as an extraordinarily 
brilliant man, but he had been here so 
long, he was so thoroughly honest, he 
was so refined, that the people of 


him. Few men get that affection from 
the shifting population of Washington. 
No man had Hk to so great an 
extent as did Senator Morrill. Senator 
Hoar of Massachusetts is much thougnt 
of here, but Senator Hoar is devel: ping 
some unfortunate traits in his age. He 
appears to be losing his patience with 
men who honestly differ with his 
opinions. Senator Hoar always thought 
exceedingly well of his own opinions, 
and this trait is developing very 
rapidly in him. A few months ago, 
for instance, he might have been 
named Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James if he had said the word. He 
could not get the appointment now. 
His opinions about expansion have not 
caused the change toward him at the 
White House, but his intolerant man- 
ner of expressing his opinion has 
caused the change. 

Senator Morrill never had, and never 
appeared to desire, to acquire this trait. 
He was one of the fine, old-school gen- 
tlemen, who always respected the hon- 
est opinion of others.

ment, be allowed, it ought not to be so 


large or unreasonable as to become 
onerous to the tax-payers; nor, in 
legislating upon this subject, should 


you provide for numerous high salaried 
officers, with a long retinue of salaried 
attendants, whose traveling and other 
expenses would squander the public 
money. 

“If you should determine in favor of 
an appropriation for the payment of 
the expenses of a commission to rep- 
resent California at the exposition, it 
will, certainly, be necessary to practice 
economy in other directions, 80 as to 
reduce the State’s expenses elsewhere 
in an amount equal to the sum so ap- 
propriated, if any, because the general 
rate of taxation must not be raised in 
consequence of such expenditures. 
COST OF STATE GOVERNMENT. 

“Complaints have not been infrequent 
respecting the cost of administering 
the public business of’ the State, and 
comparison is sometimes made with 
our own as to the cost of conducting 
the governments of other States. 

“While these complaints are not al- 
together unfounded, yet the comparison 
itself is unfair. This State, territor- 
ially speaking, is of vast proportions, 
being in width 300 miles, in length over 
800 miles, and skirting almost the en- 
tire western boundary of the United 
States. 
so diverse a climate, and so great @ va- 
riety of agricultural, horticultural and 
mineral resources, we should not expect 
to find the expense of governing this 
State no greater than that of other 
States of less territorial extent and 
fewer resources. 

WASTE AND OVER-LEGITSLATION. 

“The great extent of our State, its 
wonderful resources, the number of 
official departments, and the important 
provisions in our constitution and laws 
having heretofore afforded opportunity 
for waste and prodigality in the conduct 
of the government, to which my dis- 
tinguished predecessors in office have 
often but vainly called attention. 

“In my opinion, among other things, 
we suffer much from over-legislation. 
The best laws are not usually the most 
complex. The aim and art of govern- 
ment is to attain simplicity. The best 
governed State has the fewest laws, 
and the wisdom of legislators may 
sometimes be shown, to the advantage 
of the public weal by refraining from 
legislation. If our constitution were 
amended so that our legislative sessions 
should be held every four years in- 
stead of two, the people would derive 
much benefit and a more stable and 
economic government would follow. 

“Scarcely have our courts, after ex- 
pensive litigation, construed and in- 
terpreted the acts of a preceding legis- 
lative session, when the’same laws are 
amended or changed by a subsequent 
Legislature. Were our law-makers to 
spend more time in repealing than in 
enacting surplus statutes, the public 
interest would be better subserved. 
Already we have ‘too many State 
boards and commissions, with extensive 
lists of subordinate employés, drawing 
larger pay than could be earned by 
them for similar services within the 
lines of private business, and _ this 
should be corrected. 

EXCESSIVE APPROPRIATIONS. 

“It has sometimes happened in pre- 
vious Legislatures (and I trust no such 
instance will here occur,) that Senators 
and Assemblymen have pledged them- 
selves to secure appropriations for the 
public institutions situated in their 
particular districts, without a thorough 
investigation of the immediate needs of 
such institutions. 

‘In the heat of legislative business, 
agreements have been made with fel- 
low-legislators having other measures 
to be passed, by which votes have been 
exchanged, and thereby excessive ap- 
propriations have passed both houses. 
On account of this system of bartering 
in votes, and the facility with which 
large appropriations have been obtained, 
the officers of these public institutions 
have become reckless and prodigal in 
the expenditure of public money. 

IMMEDIATE PAYMENTS. 

“Another mistake on the part of leg- 
istators has been to make all appro- 
piiations payable tmmediately out of 
the general fund instead of authoriz- 
ing such payments to be made, as they 
should be, at least six or ten months 
thereafter, out of future revenue re- 
ceipts. Such mistaken policy depletes 
the treasury by adding to the existing 
demands the amount of such new ap- 
propriations. This is a grave financial 
wrong. By this improper practice, the 
money in the general fund, which ought 
only to be expended for the payment 
of justly accrued demands, is diverted 
from its purpose, so that a transfer of 
money from special funds is required 
to make up the deficit, it being neces- 
sary afterward to reimburse such spe- 
ciel funds from the tax receipts of 
the next fiscal year. 

“This system is not only unwise but 
not warranted by good governmental 
policy. Each fund should remain intact, 
to be devoted to the special purposes 
authorized by law. The State, as well 
as each department of it, should live 
within.its actual means. 

STATE PRINTING OFFICE. 

“The State Printing Office, 
been by my predecessor denied certain 
appropriations, has been closed, and 
the additional expense consequent upon 
reopening it will be shifted from the 
outgoing to the present administration. 
While this is an essential department 
of the government, through some un- 
fortunate circumstance it has been a 
source of much waste. 

“In thus expressing my views I do 
not here intend to reflect upon the 
ability and integrity of the distin- 
guished incumbent. The fault lies else- 
where, and will require legfslative rem- 
edy, Chief among the causes of,this 
extravagance is the unlimited power 
allowed the various public State. offi- 
cers, of ordering, at will, the printing 


Yof books and documents for their sev- 


eral departments. The expense of stich 
printing, -which should properly be 
charged against the account of the 
officers of the department and institu- 
tions ordering the printing, is unjustly 
arrayed against the State Printer’s ac- 
count. Some proper check should be 
imposed upon the expense of printing 
incurred by the various officers, boards 
and departments. Each public institu- 
tion and office should be charged for its 
printing out of its separate appropria- 
tion or fund’ on hand. The door of the 
State Printing ‘*. is too ready of 
access to. public officers. It should be 


remembered that public money is a 
trust fund which public officers are 
obligated by their oaths to protect 


from waste.

“TI find that conciseness is a rare rhet- 
orical beauty in official reports. 

“Another source gf great . expense 
which may be corrected by proper leg- 
islation is the printing of school books. 
It should be the aim. of. the govern- 
ment to assist free education by supply- 
ing, if possible, free school books to the 
children of the public schools. Until 
such objects can be economically at- 
tained the printing of school books un- 
der the present system of selling them 
at cost price should be made self-sus- 
taining, instead of requiring new ap- 
piopriations therefor to be made at 
every session of the Legislature. This 
‘was the theory of the present law, and 
seems nbdt to have been-accomplished.

tain public officers, desirous of in- 
creasing the grandeur of the particular 
public institutions under their charge, 
have gratified their desires by erecting 
unnecessary palatial structures and in- 
dulged in accompanying extravagances. 
This misuse of the public money should 
not be tolerated; but only reasonable’ 
buildings, additions. and repairs. al- 
lowed. The money of the State should 
be limited to the State’s necessities; 
and splendor is never a State necessity. 

“Legislation should be directed to the 
end that all money received by all pub- 
lic officers; boards and commissions 
should be deposited in the State treas- 
ury, which, in some instances, 1 under- 
Stand, is not now the case. 

“All claims and demands should be 
audited by the State Board of Exam- 
iners and drawn out on warrants of 
the Controller as is usual in other pub- 
lic accounts. Such a method would be 
a check upon wanton expenditures and 
a vast benefit to the State. This mat- 
ter has been referred to in the last re- 
port of the Controller, and is worthy 
of your serious consideration. 


STALE CLAIMS. 


“With each new administration there 
is a revival of stale claims which for- 
mer Governors have vetoed or former 
Legislatures disapproved. 

“Strenuous efforts have been made to 
lobby through each new Legislature 
the bills which have failed to pass each 
preceding session of the Legislature. 
The spirit of lobbying is too prevalent, 
and should be checked. It fosters a 
| corrupt sentiment that it is lawful to 
rob the State. Some people, who are 
scrupulously conscientious in their pri- 
vate dealings with one another, actu- 
ated by this spirit, do not hesitate to 
demand improper and excessive appro- 
priations, or to attempt to secure the 
approval of dishonest claims. The in- 
terest of the State should be the inter- 
est of every citizen. The money of the 
State is as sacred in ownership as the 
money of the individual. 

BOUNTY ON COYOTE SCALPS. 

“Although the act providing for 
bounties for coyote scalps has long 
since been repealed, claims aggregat- 
ing $287,615 are likely again to be pre- 
sented at this session of the Legisla- 
ture. In the second biennial message 
of Gov. Markham, January 7, 1895, at- 
tention was called to the fact that the 
State had been ‘shamefully defrauded 
by the payment for scalps that had 
been shipped into the State from Ore- 
gon, Nevada, Arizona and Mexico.’ 

“Gov. Budd, in his first biennial mes- 
sage January 4, 1897, recommendeg shat 
in any appropriation made for the pay- 
ment of these coyote scalp claims. 
e-nounting to $287,615, provision should 
be made that the Board of Examiners 
should take evidence as to the validity 
of the claims before allowing them. In 
that connection he said: ‘I @m con- 
vinced that frauds have been perpe- 
trated on the people in the presenta- 
tion and manipulation of these claims 
in several of the counties of the State, 
and while the claims from many of the 
counties of the State are undoubtedly 
just, if the Board of Examiners be 
given the above power and false swear- 
ing thereunder be made perjury, I am 
confident that there will be effected a 
large saving of money to the State.’ 

“In the last report of the Controller 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1897, 
and June 20, 1898, attention is again 
called to these claims in the following 
language: ‘I have again included in 
my estimate the amount due to cred- 


itors of the State for bounty 
on coyote scalps. The greater part 
of the these are legitimate claims 
and the State is morally and 


legally responsible for their payment. 
I have no doubt there are among them 
many that are fraudulent, but these 
may be segregated from the honest 
claims, and the latter should be paid 
without further delay.’ 

“From the foregoing reports it will 
be observed that these claims, amount- 
ing to $287,615, are, as a whole, tainted 
with fraud, and the honest claims, ff 
any, are not segregated from the dis- 
honest demands, and should be segre- 
gated before any appropriations there- 
for be made. The holders of these 
claims must not expect from me more 
leniency than they have received from 
my predecessors. I trust that you will 


allowing any appropriation whatso- 
ever. 

“It.is my inflexible resolve to op- 
pose all unjust and excessive appro- 
prictions, as well as all other improper 
measures with a firm veto. 


ELECTIONS AND NEWSPAPER 
CLAIMS. 

“It may not be out of place here to 
call attention to the exorbitant cost 
of our elections by referring, among 
other matters, to the single item of 
advertising constitutional amendments. 
Although the newspapers of the State, 
as public censors, have usually been 
valueble assistants in urging economy 
in the administration of government, 
yet some of them appear to overlook 
this matter when presenting their own 
claims against the State. Self inter- 
est is often morally blind. 

“Newspaper claims (some unauthor- 
ized) aggregating over $60,000, have 
been presented against the State for 
the mere publication of the constitu- 
tional amendments voted upon at the 
last election. When the newspaper 
proprietors now urging these claims 
properly reflect upon the matter, their 
good sense will, I think, suggest that 
even newspaper claims against the 
State may be excessive, and in that 
sense unjust. 

“T have approximately estimated that 
the people of this State are taxed 
under the present election system at 
the rate of about $2.50 for every ballot 
cast, and counted at each general elec- 
tion. .It is astounding that such ex- 
pense should go along for years un- 
challenged. If we are now to have 
a primary election law, such primary 
elections should, under circum- 
stances, be made a tax upon the peo- 
ple, as under the present general elec- 
tion system, otherwise it would large- 
ly increase the present extravagant 
tax burdens. 

“Some immediate action should be 
taken to relieve the people of this State 
from the enormous expense of conduct- 
ing elections rather than increasing 
them. 

COUNTY. CLAIMS AGAINST STATE. 

“This administration is confronted 
by startling claims of various counties 
against the State, amounting to about 
$1,500,000, for commissions alleged to 
be due such counties from the State 
for collecting State taxes. 

“Although these commissions were 
abolished by the act of the Legislature, 
approved February 23,. 1893, contracts 
have been made by these counties with 
ettorneys to enforce the collection of 
such commissions. 

“The spirit of the county officials 
which inspires these demands is neither 
patriotic nor. businesslike. The officers 


these suits, if successful, will ‘return to 
plague the inventor’ in the form of 
increased taxation. The people of the 
State will be, moreover, ultimacely Ccom- 
pelled to pay, through taxation, what~ 
ever amounts may be expended by the 
several counties for the compensation 
of counsel and the payment of : other 
expenses incident to the litigation; and 
since the counties form a part of the 
State. it is clear that they will gain 
nothing by the litigation, but sustain 
a loss of whatever sums are paid in 
their attempt to collect these commis- 
sions. 
“Purthermore, should these suits suc- 
ceed, the State Treasury would be 
drained of the necessary money to pay 
its current expenses for at least six 
months, until the receipt of money from 
the State taxes of the next fiscal year. 
One of the teahnical points raised by 
the ingenious counsel for the counties 
against the State is that the act. cf

entailing” expensive litigation, as in 
this instance, and also possibly jeopar- 
dizing public rights. 
CONTROLLER’S WARRANTS. 
“The State Treasurer is obliged by 
law to pay all warrants of the Con- 
troller out of the funds drawn upon 
and to report these payments to the 
Controller at the least of the month. 
“Section 433, subdivision 18, of the 
Political Code, specifying the duties of 
the Controller, requires him to furnish 
the State Treasurer with a list of war- 
rants drawn upon the treasury. The 
language of the section is certainly 
ambiguous as to the time when this 
ist should be furnished to the treas- 
urer: and I am informed that it has 
not been customary to issue such lists 
in advance of the presentation of the 
warrants. This is a very serious mat- 
ter for the State Treasurer, as it would 
not be a difficult task for a _ forger 
to alter the face amount of these war- 
rants, which are frequently assigned by 
the holders and pass from hand to 
hand. 
“The subdivision referred to should 
be amended so as to reauire the Con- 
troller to furnish the Treasurer with a 
list of the warants and their amounts 
as soon as drawn, and in advance of 
their possible presentation. This will 
enable the State Treasurer to compare 
the warrants presented with the list 
furnished by the Controller, and avoid 


all possible criminal frauds and impo- 
sitions. 


CALIFORNIA WAR CLAIMS. 

“The claims of California against the 
general government for furnishing, 
equipping and paying volunteers dur- 
ing the civil war, aggregating over 
$4,000,000, are still unsettled. Various 
bills have been from time to time in- 
troduced in both the United States 
Senate and House of Representatives, 
but they have been either abandoned 
after introduction or referred to com- 
mittees without final action being 
taken thereon. 

“On June 9, 1898, the United States 
Senate adopted a resolution in the mat- 
ter of House resolution No. 4936, re- 
specting these claims, and appointed 
three Senators, viz., Teller, Pascoe and 
Stewart, to confer with the House of 
Representatives. <A provision for the 
payment to this State of $3,951,915.42 in 
full settlement of California’s claims, 
has been included in the Senate amend- 
ment, 

“California cheerfully furnished to 
the Federal government soldiers in de- 
fense of the Union, and, while the na- 
tion had the right to,this support, it 
had no right to the money, amount- 
ing to over. $4,000,000, which the State 
advanced for the equipment of its 
volunteers, and this money should be 
—_ restored to the State with inter- 
est. 

“Our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress should be requested to use 
every lawful effort for the passage of 
a bill allowing these war claims, for 
at least $3,951,915.42, the amount ali- 
lowed in the Congressional bill, to 
which reference has just been made. 

“These war claims are both just and 
equitable, and the State has long and 
patiently waited for this settlement. 


IRRIGATION AND WRIGHT ACT. 


“The drouth of last year again illus- 
trated the creat necessity for the stor- 
age of: mountain waters and winter 
rains for. irrigation purposes, to meet 
the contingency of dry seasons. The 
expense of such an undertaking is sv 
far beyond the means of the State, and 
the advantages are so great to the 
Federal government for the irrigation, 
reclamation and sale of its public arid 
lands within the State, that the money 
to be raised for such purposes properly 
falls within the domain of Congress. 

“The construction of storage reser- 
voirs would induce settlers to take up 
locations upon the public arid lands, 
enhancing, through settlement and cu)- 
tivation, the value of such land, and 
adding largely to the population and 
Wealth of the State and nation. 

“Our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress should be requested to in- 
troduce a measure to secure Federal 
aid in this direction. Our State has 
not been materially benefited through 
the laws enacted in respect to irriga- 
tion districts under the Wright act. 
Unfavorable results. have followed the 
so-called Wright act, burdening the 
land-owners, imposing additional taxes 
and causing perplexing litigation. 
While some portions of the State have 
been favored through it, other parts 
have been injured. 

“Bonds aggregating a large sum of 
money have been issued upon the 
doubtful securities affordel by several 
irrigation districts, and. in many cases, 
even the interest on these bonds has 
not been paid, so that the bonds them- 
selves are practically ugsalable. 

“Some measures should be adopted 
which will prevent the continuance of 
such undesirable conditions. and put 
an end to the litigation and loss conse- 
quent upon this class of legislation. 

SAN PEDRO HARBOR. 

“The completion of the work already 
begun upon San Pedro Harbor is of 
great importance to the State, and 
showld recetve the fullest support of 
our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, who should be requested to 
use all lawful efforts for the passage 
of measures favoring its completion as 
@ ell as to give their fullest support of 
all -neasures designed to improve our’ 
rivers and harbors, 


THE INTERMEDIATE APPELLATE 
COURTS. 

“Notwithstanding the great ability 
and untiring energy of the learned Jus- 
tices of our Supreme Court, and of the 
Supreme Court Commissioners, experi- 
ence has demonstrated that it is im- 
possible for them to dispose of the fast 
vaccumulating legal business coming be- 
fore them. I therefore recommend that 
an amendment to the Constitution be 
adopted for submission to the eleetors, 
establishing an intermediate Appellate 
Court, having final jurisdiction over a 
large class of cases, which now come 
within the jurisdiction of the present 
Supreme Court. It is not only essential 
that the cases submitted to our courts 
should be decided justly, but it is also 
indispensable that they be disposed of 
promptly, otherwise great injustice will 
be done to.the people. 


STATE PRINTING OFFICE. 


ticed in all matters of State, yet useful 
public institutions should never be crip- 
pled by denying them reasonable and, 
nec-ssary appropriations, as seems to 
have been the case with "the State 
Printing Office. It is required by sec- 
tion 15, article 4 of the Constitution of 
the State that all bills, with the amend- 
ments thereto, shall be printed for the 
use of the members of the Legislature, 
before being put upon final passage. 

The State Printing Office, wherein 
these bills must be printed, is now and 
has been for some time closed, through 
the action of my predecessor. Hence, 
one of the first duties imposed upon 
this administration is to reopen the 
State Printing Office in order to assist 
in carrying on the State and legisla- 
tive business, as required by law; and 
it will be necessary at once to allow a 
reasonable appropriation, and no more, 
for this purpose.

“Considering the official burdens thus | 
early cast upon me, and the brief time 
necessary to acquaint myself with the 
details of the various offices, the ab- 
sence of the printed reports of the State | 
officers, as required by law, I will rely 
upon your assistance, as well as upon 
that of the several State officers, in 
placing the government upon a proper. 
business basis. It has been impossible | 
for me, with the means at my dis-_ 
posal, within the limited time allowed | 
me before taking my_oath of office, t 
make a very extended: examination of | 
the State affairs, hence my reference 
in this address to the few matters to 
which I have directed your attention 
are necessarily brief. 

“As to other matters of State, which 
may have been omitted and which may 
hereafteg call for legislative action, I 
will communicate by special messages 
my views thereon, as. the occasion 
arises. 

“While much rests with the executive, 
grave. labors devolve, Hkewise, upon 
you, in order that the happiness and 
prosperity of the people of this great 
State may be secured and augmented. 
Your patriotism and your sense of 
moral responsibility will guide you in 
your deliberations and lighten the bur- 
dens of the executive. 

“The faithful administration of the 
public affairs of the State implies the 
individual as well as the public good. 
The money of the State is most securely 
guarded, and the rights of the people 
best preserved when honor is placed 
above emolument and self-love yields 
to love of country. 

“Inspired by these motives, let us co- 
operate in firm, brave and honest 
discharge of our sacred official trusts.”

In California the deep rooting of trees 
is secured by the proper irrigation. The 
same kind of tree’s root being shallow 
in the East, where there is great rajn- 
fall. Ie cited an instance where a 
ranch was “salted’’ by having large 
holes dug and good ‘soil hauled in and 
the trees planted therein. The accum- 
ulation of water in the holes soen killed 
the trees. 

A number of questions were then an- 
swered by Prof. Hilgard, as follows: 

The application 


ff cold .Water, when 
the trees are dormant, will not injure 
them. An application of water five 


degrees below the soil may sometimes 
injure the trees. The dropping of the 
fruit is one of the first indications of 
injury to a fruiting tree, the next in- 
dication is the curling of the leaves, 
and the tree finally dies. 

Sulphur water, such as ts obtained in 
Southern California if reservoired for 
about twenty-four hours will become 
harmless.

FROM CAPT, STEERE. | 


EXPERIENCES ENCOUNTERED 
THE WAY TO MANILA, 


ON 


A Satilor’s Uarial at Sen—An Active 
Voleano Throws Its Ashes on 
the Ship When Thirty Miles 


Awaf—Resources of the Islands, 


Capt. Steere, of Steere’s Battery, has 
Written to a friend in Los Angeles 
an account of his trip to Manila, which 
is interesting as outlining the expe- 
riences to be met by those who visit 
our farther possessions. The follow- 
ing are extracts from the letter, which 
was in the form of a diary: 

“ON BOARD TRANSPORT SENA- 
TOH, Nov. 7, 1898. 
“This morning it was Sunday, but 

at about 10:15 o’clock a.m. we crossed 

the 180 deg. of west-long., and then 


it was Monday. When we return we 


will have two days of the same day 
of the week when we strike the 180th 
meridian. 

“We had a burial at sea this morn- 
ing, just as we passed the meridian, 
but thank God it was not a soldier, 
but one of the ship’s crew. The chap- 
lain read the burial service of the 
church, and the body was committed to 
the deep, the ship’s bell tolling and 
a bugler sounding ‘taps.’ 

“We should arrive at Manila in about 
two weeks more. We have not seen a 
paper to tell us of any news from the, 
outside world since the z2nd of Octo- 
ber. Of course, at Manila we will get 
Hongkong papers every few days, and 
it would not surprise me to see an 
American paper started in Manila, so 
we will have a little daily news of 
what is going on at home. 

“The battery is getting on nicely; 
no serious cases of iliness since start- 
ing. The men bathe daily and are 
keeping themselves and their quarters 
clean, which means that there is not 
likely to be any serious illness among 
them. We had inspection of arms 
this morning, and find them in very 
food condition. I finally secured the 
stateroom on deck for five noncom- 
missioned officers. The five ranking 
sergeants have it. 

‘November 16. Yesterday morning 
about 4 o’clock the captain of the ship 
called me to get up and see an active 
voleano on Ladrone de Pajaro, the 
northernmost of the Ladrones. We 
were about ten or twelve miles distant 
when I reached the deck. The sight 
was a novel one. The smoke pouring 
from the mountain top was illumin- 
ated by the ruddy fires in the crater 
below, and made a landmark that 
could be seen at sea, at night, for 
a distance of nearly forty miles. We 
came up in the wake of the smoke 
from the volcano, and its cinders be- 
gan coming aboard when we were 
nearly thirty miles away. The island 
itself is very small, not more than 
three or four miles in length and half 
that in width. 

“The worst.end of the trip is now 
over so far as distance is concerned. 
I ‘hope we will not run into any rough 
weather, for if we do the men will 
all have to go below, the hatches will 
have to be battened down and the re- 
sultant foul air and cramped quarters 
would be a distressing hardship for 
the men to bear. 

“Dr. Foulkes, one of the surgeons 
aboard, two days ago, gave a very 
interesting talk on the hospital of 
Paris, where he completed a ten- 
months’ post-graduate course a few 
months ago. 

“Today Lieut. Wells of the Eighteenth 
Infantry, who was wounded in the 
fight at Santiago, will talk on that 
campaign. He is out of the ‘Point’ 
about four years. Is @ very quiet, nice 
fellow. 

“Tuesday, November 17. Lieut. Wells’s 
lecture was very interesting. Dr. Ladd 
gives a lecture this afternoon, on gun- 
shot wounds and their treatment. 

“We had to slow up again today, as 
we have had to do every day for the 
Valencia, which is two knots per hour 
slower than the Senator. The trip 
will be just eight. days longer on her 
account. Shall be glad to get ashore 
for the poor men’s sake; the confine- 


ment ahd cramped-up quarters are 
beginning to tell on the but we 
have no serious cases of si ss. The 


battery is doing better than it has ever 
done. Have one man in the hospital 
aboard, suffering from malaria, but he 
is coming on nicely and will be out 
by the time we arrive. 

“Sunday, 2 p.m. In about another 
hour we will be upon the China Sea 
heading south. We came across from 
Honolulu on the 20th parallel of lati- 
tude. The rain is just boiling down. 
It will be hard on the men, for they 
will have to go below to keep cut of 
the wet. I hope this will be their last 
night aboard. 

“Sunday, 7 p.m. We are in the China 
Sea all right. Are paying no more at- 
tention to the Valencia, but just dig- 
ging out for‘all the ship is worth. The 
barometer has been falling right along, 
There is a stiff sea on and the rain 
coming down in_ torrents. If the 
weather gets no worse we will reach 
Manila tomorrow evening. All hands 
are happy at exchanging a boundless 
expanse of sea for a glimpse «cf terra 
firma. 

“T have inspection in heavy march- 
ing order tomorrow at 1:30 p.m., 
to see that everyone is in shape to 
march off the ship. 

“T moved one of my sick sergeants 
from up on deck to a stateroom below, 
occupied by some of my other non- 
coms, firing one of them below, as 
there was danger of the sick boy catch- 
ing cold. 

“8 p.m. We are in heavy weather. 
Ship is moving slowly. Spray comes in 
my stateroom once in a while. It may 
be only a squall. I hope so, on account 
of the men. 

“9:99 p.m. It is blowing a squall. 
I was on the hurricane deck a while 
ago, and the spray came up there and 
stung like a whip. Have been down in 
the men’s quarters. All hands have 
turned in. Had to take down the 
wind sail that supplies them with air, 
so it is close and hot for the poor fel- 
lows, but I thank heaven this will be 
their last night at sea. 

‘Monday, 9:45 p.m. Everything went 
in our favor today, and. we entered 
the bay at 5:30 o’clock p.in. Av we 
approached the city of Manila the 
launch from the fssuard boat Raleigh 
boarded us. when we were abont aream 
of her, and an otficer told the captain | 
of our ship not to anchor between 
the Raleigh and the city. So the order 
‘Let go anchor’ was given, and just 
a little before eight bells (eight o'clock) 
we came to a stanistill about five 
miles from the city. ; 

“The officer that boarded us gave 
us the glorious election rews. This is 
November 21, and it ‘s a!l news to us.

ELECTING ITS OFFICIALS.

Mayor Eaton Annetinces the New 
Library Trustecs—Engineer Olm- 
ated Appoints a Chief Deputy. 


THF HIGUERA SEDUCTION CASE. 


SERIES OF ERRORS IN THE CASE 


OF CHARLES THOMAS, 


Lucky Baldwin Involwed in Litiga- 
tion Over the Banta Ditceh—Carl 
Miller Applies for a Writ of 
Habeas Corpus. 


At the City Hall vesterday the new 


Fire Commission organized, but post- 
poned the selection of officers of the 
department. The Mayor named the 
library trustees, and Engineer Olm- 


sted appointed a chief deputy to take 
the place of the late Deputy King. 

Usually litigation over water rights 
is so technical as to be outside the 
pale of popular interest, but the suit 
now on trial before Judge Shaw is 
exceptional in that the fundamental 
points at issue are easily to be under- 
stood. Mrs. W. P. Strong of Whit- 
tier, et al., are suing “Lucky” Baldwin 
and seeking to perpetually enjoin him 
from debarring plaintiffs and others 
in interest from using the Banta 
ditch. which euns through his prop- 
ertv. and utilizing the water flowing 
therein from the San Gabriel River. 
On the other hand, Baldwin claims 
absolute possession of the ditch, and 
alieges that plaintiffs and others are 
only leaseholders from him under a 
written contract. 

A curious series of errors has been 
perpetrated in the case of Charles 
Thomas. held over by Justice Owens, 
and yesterday Judge Smith ordered 
the information in his case set aside. 

Old Carl Miller, who was sentenced 
to a term in the County Jail for 
stealing seed grain, is likeiy to be re- 
leased on habeas corpus, owing to a 
faulty complaint. 

Secundio Higuera, convitced two 
years ago of the seduction of Josefa 
Valenzuela under promise of marriage, 
having had no success in his appeal 
to the Supreme Court, was brought 
to the County Jail yesterday to serve 
his term of 300 days, in defauit of pay- 
ing the fine of $600. 

The trial of Albert A. Bradley. cn 
the charge of assault with intent to 
murder, began yesterday before Judge 
Smith and a jury. Gov. Smith gave 
his testimony. and then the case was 
continued to the 26th inst.

APPOINTMENT OF FIRE DEPART- 
MENT OFFICIALS POSTPONED. 


City and Water Company Agree on 
a Pian for Repairing and Pro- 
tecting Fire Hydrants—Driver 
Cautioned to Cultivate Regard 
for Street Cars. 


Another week will pass before the 
Fire Commission. will release the 
chief, assistant chief and electrician 
from the anxious seat and either con- 
tinue them in office or appoint new offi- 
cials. No doubt is expressed that the 
commission will retain its present 
executive officers, Chief Walter 5. 
Moore, Assistant Chief Ed R. Smith 
and Electrician Ira J. Francis. 

The postponement of action upon the 
appointments was ordered because R. H. 
Herron, one of the members: of the 
new board, was absent yesterday morn- 
ing when the first session was held. 
He will be in the city next Wednesday, 
when the Fire Commission will meet 
again, and the matter. will probably be 
settled then. | 

Mayor Eaton was in the chair yester- 
dav to inaugurate the work of the new 
commission. The two reappointed mem- 
bers, Commissioners Jacob Kuhris and 
George Sinsabaugh, were on hand to 
see that proceedings went smoothly. 
Ex-Councilman Ashman was initiated 
into the mysteries of a Fire Commis- 
sioner’s duties. 

Cc. M. Wells, one of the retiring com- 
missioners, offered to return his fire 
badge. The commission asked him to 
retain it as a memento of his serv- 
fees. A love feast followed, in which 
everyone present threw a bouquet at 
Mr. Wells and expressed high appre- 
ciation of the services which he had 
rendered. Mayor Eaton said that he 
too was sorry that there was not a 

xth commissioner, that Mr. Wells 

ight be that man. Mr. Ashman, who 
succeeds Mr. Wells, said that he was 
sorry. that it was not Mr. Wells in- 
stead of himself who was to experi- 
ence the toils and tribulations of a Po- 
lice Commissioner's life. 

“Sit down and behave yourself, Jim,” 
said the Mayor, and business proceeded. 
REPAIRS FOR HYDRANTS. 

The city’s fire hydrants will all be 

paired at once and made available 
in case of fire. A recommendation to 
the. Council that this work be under- 
taken was the most important business 
of the session of the commission. 

After transacting some routine busi- 
ness, the commission had adjourned 
and its members: were about to dis- 
perse when Auditor Drake and Super- 
intendent Mulholland of the City Water 
Company presented themselves and 
asked for a conference with the com- 
mission. The session then proceeded in 
Mayor’s -private office. 

he business discussed was the pro- 
‘posed repairs on the fire hydrants. 
Seventy or more hydrants have been 
40 injured by their use to obtain water 
for street sprinkling that they are a 
source of constant danger to the city. 
In-many cases it would be difficult, if 
not impossible, to attach a fire hose, 
because the threads have been cut and 
the valves injured by drivers of sprink- 
ling carts who have failed to use proper 
care. The contract with the city pro- 
vides that the water company shall re- 
pair all hydrants injured by fire use, 
but ag these hydrants were not so in- 
jured, the company maintains it is not 
bound to make the repairs. Councilman 
‘Toll interposed to say that the Coun- 
cil has purchased 300 auxiliary valves 
for attachment to the fire hydrants so 
that they can be used by the’ street 
sprinklers and yet the hydrants remain 
uninjured for fire uses. 
it had been understood that if the 
Council would place these valves the 
mempany would put the hydrants in 


repair, 

Finally, on motion of Commissioner 
Kuhrts, a compromise was agreed 
upon. A recommendation to the Coun- 
cil was prepared that the city pay one- 
half the expense. of repairing the fire 


He said that] 


hydrants, and the water company half. 
“As it is a case of emergency," con- 
tinues the recommendation, “we ask 
your honorable body to take immediate 
action in the matter. Also, after the 
hydrants are repaired, that relief 
valves *e placed on fire hydrants at 
once. We are informed by the water 
company that the charges of half the 
repairs will not exceed $250, and that 
company will put in relief or auxiliary 
Valves at 50 cents each.” 

When there are two valves on each 
hydrant, the sprinkling men will always 
use one, and the other will be ‘left in 
good condition for fire purposes. 

FIREMEN CAUTIONED. 

Chief Moore reported that just after 
noon Monday Driver Moore of engine 
company No. 6 started his horses out 
of the engine-house in résponse to a 
fire alarm. The doors were still shut 
when the alarm rang,.and he could not 
See untii e had driven out upon the 
sidewalk. A car wWas passing by on 
Ninth street, and had failed to stop at 
a respectful distance as it should have 
done, for the house bell had heen ring- 
ing furiously to warn every one out of 
the way. The driver was unable to 
turn his horses sufficiently to avoid a 
collision. The pole was broken against 
the car and one horse thrown down. 
Luckily the fire did not amount to any- 
thing, so the fact that the engine was 
not able to reach the scene made no 
difference. The commission listened to 
a statement from Moore, then voted to 
caution him to be more careful in fu- 
ture in coming out of the engine-house. 
The caution was-extended to the other 
drivers. The opinion was expressed 
that the railroad company should di- 
rect its employés to invariably try to 
keep out of the way when an engine- 
house bell gives warning that the en- 
gine is coming out. 

The Chief reported the fires for the 
preceding week. <A letter was pre- 
sented from the Los Angeles National 
Bank directors, in which they warmly 
thanked the department for its effi- 
cient services at the recent fire in the 
bank building A check for $50 was en- 
closed for the firemen’s relief fund. 

Applications for appointment as ecall- 
men from Carlos Castillo and A. C. 
Johnston were ordered filed The cus- 
tomary routine demands and requisi- 
tions were passed upon. 


NEW LIBRARY BOARD. 


Rule, Denis, Thomas, Mathews and 
O'Melveny Appointed. 

The make-up of the new library 
board was made public yesterday in 
a communication from Mayor Eaton tuo 
the Council, filed in the City Clerk’s 
office. Ferd K. Rule will be chairman, 
and his colleagues will be Frank J. 
Thomas, W. B. Mathews, George J. 
Denis and Henry O'Melveny. 

The board is non-political in charac- 
ter, and the appointments were made 
wholly on the ground of fitness for the 
position. Mr. Rule, the chairman, is 
auditor of the Los Angeles Terminal 
Railway and chairman of the Repub- 
lican City Central Commitee. Mr. 
O’Melveny, who is a Démocrat, served 
as a‘library trustee in the board which 
preceded Mayor Snyder's appointees. 
He is a member of the firm of Graves, 
O'Melveny & Shankland. George J. 


Denis, ex-United States District At- 
torney, is a Democrat, and W. B. 
Mathews and Frank J. Thomas, the 


two lawyers who complete the board, 
are Republicans. Mr. Thomas was 
deputy City Attorney during the past 
four years. 

“There will be no change in the 
library officials, at least at present,” 
said Chairman Rule yesterday. “The 
old board will not go out of office until 
March 31, and the new board will then 
take office for two years. The library 
will be maintained at its present stand- 
ard, and efforts made to improve it.” 


New Chief Deputy. 

City Engineer Frank H. Olmsted yes- 
terday announced that he had ap- 
pointed Homer Hamlin as his chief 
deputy. George Bloom King, fatally 
shot on the City Hall stairway a short 
time ago by Teresa Kerr, was to have 
been Mr. Olmsted's first assistant. Mr. 
Hamlin was a deputy under County 
Surveyor Wright during his adminis- 
tration, just completed, and is an ex- 
perienced civil engineer. He was for- 
merly a resident of San Diego. 


Wider Sidewalk Wanted. 

W. J. Ahern yesterday petitioned the 
City, Council to widen the sidewalk on 
Thirty-seventh street between Kansas 
and Budlong, from ten to twelve feet, 
to conform to that already laid. 


Health Officer’s Inventory. 
Health Officer Powers yesterday filed 
an inventory of the property in the 
health office, city health laboratory 
and City Hospital. He recommends 
the destruction of a_ considerable 


amount of property, which he says is 
worthless.

A WATER FIGHT. 


"LUCKY BALDWIN SUED BY MRS, 
HARRIET STRONG ET AL, 


Claim of Title to the Banta Ditch 
Set Up, and Repudiated by the 
Owner of Santa Anita, Who 
Stands Pat on a Contract. 


“Lucky” Baldwin was in court yes- 
terday in Judge Shaw’s department, as 
a defendant in a suit that will take 
several days to adjudicate. He and his 
manager, H. A. Unruh, are being sued 
by Mrs. Harriet W. R. Strong and 
Julius B. Cohn over certain water 


rights. 
Mrs. Strong owns a tract of land 
comprising about 220 acres in the 


Rancho Paso de Bartolo Viejo, which 
is to some extent set out to citrus and 
other fruits, and for which irrigating 
water is an absolute necessity. Julius 
Cohn owns about seventy acres of corn 
and alfalfa land in the same vicinity. 


these lands have been watered by the 
Rincon or Banta ditch, which connects 
with the San Gabriel River at a point 
on the Puente rancho near its south- 
western boundary. Owing to the ex- 
ceedingly light rains, the only depend- 
ence of the plaintiffs and other growers 
in the neighborhood has been and is 
upon this water drawn from the San 
Gabriel ‘River by means of the ditch, 
and for twenty years, it is averred, the 
waters have been diverted and so util- 
ized by the plaintiffs or their prede- 
‘cessors in interest. Mrs. Strong values 
the crops on her property at $35,000, 
and if deprived of her water—supply 
this season alleges that her loss will 
be at least $5000, while Cohn also avers 
that he will lose $3000. Already losses 
of $500 and $300, respectively, have, it 
is said, been incurred. 

And all this because, as it is alleged, 
“Lucky” Baldwin owns the Puente 
ranch and has forbidden the use of the 
Banta ditch as it meanders across the 
ranchita lands in the direction of the 
lands of the plaintiffs. It is alleged thar 
the ditch has been cleaned out for use 
in the present irrigating season up to 
the line of the defendant’s lands, but 
cannot be used beyond without being 
cleaned out across Baldwin's lands. But 
the autocrat of Santa Anita has for- 
bidden any one to enter upon the 
rancho for any such purpose, or to 
make use of the ditch. 

That is the complaint made by the 
plaintiffs, but there is another side to 
the story, which is being told forcefully 
enough by the defendants. Baldwin al- 
| leges the fact to be that the Banta 


It is contended by the plaintiffs that 


ditch and the water flowing in it be- 
long to him, and the use of the waters 
has been by his consent and upon pay- 
ment of an annual rental. He alleges 
that Ne is willing to have the ditch 
cleaned and the water used as hereto- 
fore, but on the same terms, viz.,, that 
a reasonable amount be paid for rental 
of the ditch and the water flowing fn It. 
He avers that after payment having 
been made for sixteen years, this is the 
first time the claim of any title in the 
water and the ditch has been set up. 
The defendant further alleges that 
the plaintiffs own lands included in the 
Strong irrigation district, and the com- 
missioners, acting for all the land- 
owners in the district, including the 
plaintiffs, contracted with him for the 
use of the water diverted from the San 
Gabriel River and. owned by the de- 
fendant, upon their lands. In consid- 
eration they promised to pay in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the con- 
tract, made on May 20, 1895, the sum of 
$5:5 for the lease of the ditch and the 
water flowing therein to its capacity. 
Between these opposing claims the 
court has to determine the rights of 
the respective parties in the premises. 
The plaintiffs allege something in the 
nature of a public use, the water being 
a necessity to them; while the defend- 
ant holds by absolute ownership al- 
leged in the first instance, and at later 
date by a contract made with the 
Strong irrigation district. 


A COMEDY OF ERRORS. 
A Defendant Who is Free on a 
Technical Mistake. 

Charles Thomas is the name of a de- 
fendant who seems destined to profit 
by the mistakes of his fellows, and he 
is free—temporarily at least—because 
the punishment could not be made to 
fit the crime. 

Thomas was arrested sometime ago 
on the charge of an assault with intent 
to commit murder upon August Han- 
sen. (When brought up for examina- 
tion before Justice Owens, the court 
intimated to the District Attorney that 
the murder part of the complaint could 
not be made to stick, but that he would 
hold Thomas to answer the charge of 
an assault with a deadly weapon. 

When the information was drawn in 
the District-Attorney’s office, it was 
made to conform to the complaint. and 
again Thomas was charged with an 
assault with intent to commit murder. 
Yesterday the matter was brought up 
in Department One on a motion to set 
the information aside. Attorney Le 
Compte Davis argued that the cor- 
mitting magistrate only had power and 
authority to hold a defendant for the 
charge alleged in the complaint, or for 
an offense contained within that 
charge. In the case at bar an assault 
with a deadly weapon was neither 
charged in the complaint nor was it 
necessarily contended as a minor of- 
fense in the charge. That being so 
the attorney contended that the infor- 
mation was faulty. 

Judge Smith conceded the point, and 
the information was ordered set aside. 
In_so ordering, too, the court practi- 
cally overruled the lower court for the 
comedy of errors,began when the wrong 
charge was embodied in the complaint, 
and the City Justice tried arbitrarily to 
rectify it. Thomas is out on bail, and 
probably a new complaint will be filed. 


AN ODD SITUATION. 


Old Carl Miller Will Probably Be 
Freed Today. 

Carl Miller, the 011 German who wes 
sentenced for stealing grain from the 
Alamitos warehouse, will most prob- 
ably go free after all. The case is a 
rather curious one. 


Miller is a poor and rather illiterate 
German, but has borne the. name of 
being an honest fellow—up to the time 
of the offense charged against him. He 
had rented land from the Bixby’s, but 
last year was a dry one, and Miller’s 
crop didn’t turn out well. This last 
Seasor he was able to retain his land 
only through the kindness of Mr. Bixby, 
who felt sorry for the man, who had 
failed through no fault of his own, 
and had a family to support. But 
though allowed to continue as a tenant 
on the land, Miller had*no seed grain, 
and it was in sheer desperation that he 
removed a plank from the side of the 
Warehouse and took enough grain to 
seed his land. He was then arrested on 
the charge of grand larceny, and held 
to answer. After remaining in jail for 
about three months Miller’s case ca-ne 
to trial, but not before all kinds of in- 
tercessions had been made in his behalf 
by his neighbors and others who had 
become interested in his difficulty. For 
a long time Assistant District Attorney 
Williams was obdurate, but finally said 
that if Mr. Bixby would himself express 
a desire that leniency be extended, he 
would -consider the matter. Sure 
enough, both Mr. Bixby and his son 
expressed the wish that Miller be re- 
leased; that stress of poverty had 
prompted him to a, wrong act, and for 
that the man had been sufficiently pun- 
ished. Under these circumstances Mr 
Willia-ms consented to have the major 
charge dismissed on condition that 
Miller should consent to plead guilty 
to the minor eharge of petty larceny in 
the Township Court. For that he 
would receive about three months sen- 
tence, which, with the three months he 
had been in jail, would ‘practically 
make a six months’ sentence. Mr. Wil- 
liams thought that way of settling 
matters would satisfy the demands of 
justice, and that is how it was ar- 
ranged. Miller did plead guilty to 
petty larceny, and got a three months’ 
sentence. 

Yesterday, however, he was brought 
before Justice Trask on hapeas corpus 
proceedings, Attorney R. A. Ling ap- 
pearing for Miller. Counsel argued 
that inasmuch as the defendant had 
been held and sentenced on a complaint 
which did not enable him to answer 
in accordance with the code it was 
faulty and void. The complaint was 
produced, and sure enough the charge 
alleged was on a blank day of a blank 
month. To combat and answer such 
a complaint the defendant would have 
been compelled to answer for every day 
in the year of 1898. 

Assistant District Attorney Jones ap- 
peared for the District Attorney’s 
office, but the point raised was so odd 
and exceptional that he desired time 
to look the matter up. Judge Trask, 
while conceding the strangeness of the 
situation, said that he was not inclined 
to release the defendant unless he had 
to, and he desired to be fully informed 
upon the law in the matter. The case 
was then continued until this morning, 
to allow the District Attorney time to 
look up authorities. 


THE CRIME MINIMIZED. 


A Grape-picker Who Put His Knife 
Wrong Use. 

Vernes Cosmos was tried yesterday in 
Department One on the charge of an 
assault with a deadly weapon upon 
Gus Peterson with intent to commit 
murder. 

Proseeuting witness and the defend- 
ant were engaged, with a number of 
other harvesters, in picking grapes on 
the Hastings ranch, at Sierre Madre, 
when the trouble occurred. Peterson 
yesterday on the witness stand alleged 
that Cosmos came cnto his row of vinés 
and when remonstrated with called him 


names. The epithets precipitated 4a 
quarrel. Cosmos was armed with the 
knife usually used by. grape-pickers, 
but Peterson, it appeared, had none, 
and when he realized that his antag- 
onist was prodding him with his knife 
he broke away. He then discovered, 
however, that he had been stabbed in 
four different places, though none of 


the wounds was sufficiently dee to 
reach any vital part. 


fended Cosmos, only obtained his 
parchment during the last October 
term; in November he ran on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket for Township Constable 
and was defeated, ard yesterday he 
was in court to defend his first case 
as an attorney, and in a measure made 
a successful defense. 

There was no getting away from the 
fact that the defendant had stabbed 
Peterson; but there appeared to be some 
mitigating circumstances in connection 
with the manner in which the auearrel 
began, and the jury returned a verdict 
of guilty of an assault with a deadly 
weapon. This means a very nuch re- 
duced sentence. 


COUNTY FUNDS APPORTIONED. 


What the Firet Quarter Will Bring 
to Each School District. 

County Superintendent of Schools 
J. H. Strine has announced the 
amount of the county school fund ap- 
portioned to each school district, as 
the first quarterly apportionment of 
county school funds for the school 
year ending June 30, 1899.. The total 
amount apportioned to county funds 
is $173,636.60. This is about $260 a 
teacher, whereas the last apportion- 
ment was only about $250 a teacher, 
The amount eavailable for library pur- 
poses is made 10 per cent., instead of 
5 wer cent. Prof. Strine’s statement 
of the apportionment follows:

THE HIGUERA CASE. 


Defendant Will Hawe to Serve His 
Time for Seduction, 

The judgment and order of the lower 
court in the Higuera case having been 
affirmed by the Supreme Court, and 
the remittituer having been received 
on Monday, the defendant was yester- 
day taken to the County Jail to serve 
his time of sentence. 

Secundio Higuera belongs to one of 
the old Spanish families, and has re- 
sided near The Palms. In 1896 he was 
arrested for seduction at the instance 
of Josefa Valenzuela, a woman of ma- 
ture years. From a strictly legal point 
the evidence adduced by the prosecution 
was somewhat indefinite, but it sufficed 
for the jury to return a verdict of 
guilty. Higuera was sentenced to pay a 
fine of $600 or serve a term of 300 days 
in the County Jail. For the time be- 
ing the defendant did neither one nor 
the other, but went free upon giving the 
required bail, pending the appeal to 
the Supreme Court. 

It is interesting to note that this 
case was tried in the latter nart of 
1896, and the appeal filed in the spring 
of the following year, so that to finally 
determine the case almost two years 
have been necessary. Had Higuera 
been a man utterly without resources 
he would have been detained in jail 
pending the determination of his appeal, 
more than double the time of his sen- 
tence, without actually serving a day. 


VETERAN BRADLEY’S TRIAL. 


Gov. Smith Testifies Before Leaving 
for the East. 

Albert G. Bradley, the inmate of the 
Soldiers’ Home who undertook to play 
the part of avenger by firing five shots 
into the body of Gov. Smith, appeared, 
very mild and subdued yesterday when 
brought into court to stand his trial. 

Owing to the necessities of the case 
the trial will take place in sections.- A 
jury was empaneled yesterday in order 
that the testimony of Gov. Smith might 
be taken, he being compelled to leave 
for the East last night. At the close 
of his testimony the case was con- 
tinued until the 26th inst. 

Rather strangely as it may seem, the 
testimony of the Governor was not of 
such striking interest as might have 
been anticipated. 

“I was making my morning inspec- 
tion at about half-past 9 o'clock,” said 
the witness, “and was almost midway 
between the office of the commissary 
and the building directly opposite, 
when I heard a revolver click, and, 
turning, saw Bradley standing there, 
shooting as fast as he could. 

“It did not occur to me that he was 
firing at me. I hardly realized what he 
was doing, and not until he had fired 
the third or fourth shot did I realize 
that he was shooting at me. The bul- 
lets caused me mo pain whatever as 
they struck. I started to walk to the 
commissary’s, giving an order as I did 
so that he be put under arrest. I was 
afraid that Bradley might be assaulted 
and violently treated, and I wanted 
him protected,” 

Gov. Smith stood up and described 
the wounds he had received in«the 
right side, groin, leg and back. One 
bullet lodged merely in his clothing. 
He stated that the bullet in the groin 
and the one that entered the back and 
found lodgment in the lung still remain 
in his body. 

During the examination Bradley lis- 
tened with apparently little interest, 
nor did he brighten perceptibly when 
Attorney Mattingly began the cross- 
examination. 

‘How long have you held the position 
of Governor at the home?” began de- 
fending counsel. . 

“Since the 20th of July a year ago,”’ 
was promptly answered. 

“Did you ever have any quarrel with 
the defendant?” 

sir.”’ 

“As Governor of the home it was 
your duty, was it not, to sentence all 
violators against the rules?’’ 

**Yes.’’ 

“And you have diligently done so?’ 

“Yes, I suppose so,’’ answered the. 
witness somewhat dubiously. The 
trend of the questioning, however, was 
only«to extort a kind of round-about 
indorsement of Bradley’s good conduct, 
according to the record. The Governor 
said he didn’t remember ever having 
seen Bradley before the shooting. 

“Did you examine the revolver?” in- 
quired counsel. 

“IT didn’t handle it, but it was repre- 
—_— to me as having been a 38-cali- 

er.”’ 

“He shot you five times, you say?” 

“Yes, siry he struck my body four 
times and my clothing once.” 

“And you say you didn’t know he was 
shooting at you?” 

“No, sir, a man may fire half a dozen 
times as quick as he can pull the trig- 
ger, and the shots may not be felt un- 
less they reach a vital part.”’ 

The Governor concluded his _testi- 
mony by stating that he was confined 
to bed for fifteen days, and to the’ 
house for over a month. 

All that the defense appeared desir- 
ous of showing by Gov. Smith was that 
Bradley’s record at the home was good, 
and that no reason existed for the at- 
tack made by the defendant. It is un- 
derstood that when the case comes up 
again for final disposition, depositions 
obtained in the East will be introduced 
to show that insanity is in Bradley’s 
family, and that he himself has been 
regarded as of unsound mind.

To the Editer of The Times: Hav- 
ing seen by your Sunday edition that 
Messrs. Mathuss, Nickel and Ashman 
took occasion in ‘the meeting of the 
Council on Saturday, after they had 
been served with an injunction in the 
case of Mr, Ferguson to enjoin the let- 
ting cf the contract and the doing of 
the work on the Third-street tunnel 
until they had paid his damages, to 
criticise my action very severely in 
acting as attorney for Mr. Ferguson, I 
thought it only proper to give my ver- 
sion of the matter. 

In the first place, Mr. Ferguson em- 
ployed me before the bond election was 
held, to enjoin the city from construct- 
ing this tunnel until they had estimat- 
ed and paid him his damages in ad- 
vance, as our constitution provides, and 
he desired me to enjoin the city at 
that’ time, but I told him that could 
not be done until the City Council was 
threatening to do the work. It has been 
a matter of general notoriety for 
months that Mr. Ferguson would en- 
join the construction of this tunnel, 
and any man of ordinary sense who 
had considered the matter a moment 
might ha known that it was neces- 
sary for the city before it let this con- 
tract or did the work to have had some 
sort of arrangement with Mr. Ferguson 
in regard to damages. 

I have stronger personal reasons for 
desiring this Third-street tunnel con- 
structed at once than any member of 
the City Council, and knowing that un- 
less they made some arrangement with 
Mr. Ferguson; the tunnel would be tied 
up, I went before the Board of Pub- 
lic Works about a month ago with Mr. 
Ferguson and Mr. Jackson, his en- 
gineer, and then endeavored to have 
the Board of Public Works make some 
arrangement or change in the plans 
so as to damage him as little as pos- 
sible and to arrange the matter satis- 
factory to Mr, Ferguson in order that 
the work might not be hindered or de- 
layed, Our engineer pointed out how 
the plans could be changed in some 
respects so as to lessen his damages, 
but the Board of Public Works then re- 
fused to make any change whatever 
in the plans, and Mr. Toll, who hap- 
pened to be present, joined in such re- 
fusal, and it was then stated that if 
Mr. Ferguson had any grievance in re- 
gard to this tunnel his remedy was in 
court. Mr. Mathuss was present at this 
meeting of the board and at that time 
knew the city would be enjoined, and 
now that Mr. Ferguson has gone into 
the courts where he was directed to go, 
Mr. Mathuss has made it a personal 
matter with me because I acted as the 
attorney for Mr. Ferguson. I am not 
responsible for the delay which will 
ensue to the city, but it is solely caused 
by the stupidity, inefficiency and care- 
lessness of Mr. Mathuss, who was Coun- 
cilman from that ward, in not having 
the matter of Mr. Ferguson’s damage 
arranged months ago. The proceedings 
in regard to this tunnel have been go- 
ing on for about a year, and yet, know- 
ing all these facts, he thas never taken 
one step toward having the matter ad- 
justed so as to make as little delay as 
possible. He seemed to have but a sin- 
gle idea, and that was that the con- 
Aract must be let during his term of 

office, no matter whether it was right 
or wrong, and no matter what delay 
would be caused; his own personal im- 
pqrtance was to himself greater than 
the interests of the city. When I called 
his attention to the fact that a brick 
. tunnel could be constructed in from 
eight to ten months less time than 
a concrete one, he replied ‘that they 
had waited for the tunnel a long time, 
and could afford to wait that much 
longer. 

A similar mistake was made in 
awarding the contract for the Broad- 
way tunnel, where it was necessary to 
insert a clause that the city should 
have the right for one year to acquire 
a right-of-way to construct the same. 
The plans of this tunnel shows it runs 
across. private property, and under a 
large residence, yet neither Mr. Mathuss, 
Mr. Ashman or Mr. Nickell, nor any 
other person took any steps whatever 
to secure this right-of-way, and it ap- 
peared they were wholly unconscious 
one was needed up to the time the 
contract was presented to them, and 
yet in spite of that fact thescontract 
was awarded. 

It is rather an unusual thing for Mr. 
Nickell or Mr. Ashman to interest 
@ themselves in a matter which is not in 

their own ward, and the fact that they 
did so upon the eve of their going out 
of office would indicate to me that they 
had an unusual interest in‘ awarding 
this eg before their term had ex- 
pired. Mr. Nickell seemed extremely in- 
dignant that IT should take such action 
after I had been granted so many fav- 
ors by the Council. Why he should 
make a personal matter of this I can- 
not understand, unless he allowed his 
chagrin to get the better of his judg- 
ment. Nothing I did in the matter sav- 
ored of an unfriendly feeling to any of 
the Councilmen or to the Council, I 
simply performed the duty I owed to 
my client, and I would have brought 
the injunction suit for Mr. Ferguson 
just the same, no matter who received 
the contract, or whether it was con- 
structed of brick or of concrete. As far 
as Mr. Ashman is concerned I do not 
know that anyone ever has paid any 
attention to what he thought or said, 
neither will I. 

The old members of the Council who 
held over were not at all anxious to 
have this contract crowded through, 
especially as they had _ contracts 
amounting to $167,000 for engine-house 
sites. engines, hose, hook and ladder 
trucks and parks, all of which had to 
be acted upon in a few days, and I do 
not believe that this contract would 
@bave been awarded under the circum- 

stances if it had not been for the im- 
portuning clamor of the outgoing mem- 
bers of the Council. } 

It is a matter of regret that the peo- 
nle cannot have both of these tunnels 
at once constructed, but I am afraid 
the negligence and carelessness shown in 
not procuring the right-of-way for the 
Broadway tunnel or the right to con- 
struct the Third-street tunnel will 
cause many months of ‘delay. In the 
meantime the $150,000 which the people 
voted for the purpose of constructing 
these tunnels will lie idle and the people 
will continue to pay interest at the 
rate of $7000 or $8000 a year, and the 
traveling public will continue to walk 
and drive around the Broadway and 
Third-street hills as of vore. 

It is to be hoped that the new City 
Council will take up both these mat- 
ters at once and endeavor to arrange 
them so that the work can be soon com- 
menced, and € am ready and willing 
to assist all I can in the consumma- 
tion of such arrangements.

SUICIDE AT COVINA. 


Fred Schultz Puts a Ballet Through

The dead body of Fred Schultz, a 
German, 23 years of age, was found at 
Covina yesterday morning by William 
Saunders.

The 
papers, together with letters from his 
sister, saying she would visit him soon, 
were found in the dead man’s trunk. 
Schultz had formerly worked for a 
man named Bayley at Alhambra.

EXCHANGE LOWER. Uxchange in 
the Kast, also sterling, both on the 
Coast and in. New York, ‘are lower. 
This is no doubt an incident of the dull- 
ness which always prevails, particu- 
larly in London, during the. holidays. 
The purchase of American securities 
has been lighter there, and thus there 
is less demand for bills of exchange to 
settle the accounts. 


A BOND DIVIDEND. The directors 
of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank 
have declared a quarterly dividend, No. 
108 in the history of the institution. It 
is at the rate of 15 per cent. per annum, 
and is payable on and after January 10. 

A BOSTON VIEW. Ome sears many 
gloomy predictions from certain quar- 
ters, but it is surprising to hear the 
Boston Herald thus inveigh agains’ 
trusts and combines: 

“It is a-serious problem as to what 
is to be done with concentrated cash in 
the large urban institutions. Compecti- 
tion among them is constantly disin; 
ishing income. and especially the ‘n- 
come of those institutions laboring tin- 
under legal handicap. It is an open 
question whether there is too much cur- 
rency in the country. It is an open 
question whether the wealth of the 
country has not become too much con- 


centrated. Many men can find more 
uses, if not nore profitable uses, for 
money than a few men can find. The 


concentration of enterprise in monopo- 
lies has reduced the uses for money 
extensively, and turned the mental 
powers of men into new and subordi- 
nate channels. Men who were once 
merchants and manufacturers and gen- 
eral producers have become capitalists, 
salesmen and clerks, and more or less 
of the real estate which they owned has 
become unproductive, and they thein- 
selves have ceased to be consumers of 
money. Who shall say to what ex- 
tent the revolution of industry has 
converted the users of money into in- 
vestors and salaried earners cf money 
who become depositors” There ure 
natural causes for all of ihe financial 
perplexities which beset the age, but 
eome of them operate directly, yet 590 
silently, as to escape observation. The 
constructicn of monopolies carries mere 
penalties than the public is aware of. 
It is stifling to the broadest growth of 
business capacity, and therefore to tne 
broadest use for money.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

BASTERN DRIED FRUIT MAR- 

KET. The New York Commercial Bul- 
letin says of the dried fruit market at 
the East: 
’ The situation in dried fruits is rather 
unusual for this time of the year. In 
spite of the reported small stocks, 
based on short crops the past season, 
prices in many lines are barely steady, 
and buyers seem to be indifferent as to 
the future. The latter are making no 
purchases for future delivery, and are 
buying spot goods only in accordance 
with the actual needs of the present. 
In many of the leading lines this 
apathy of buyers is having a depress- 
ing effect, and whereas, at this season, 
the market is usually strong if rot 
tending upward, the feeling generally 
appears to be easy. 

The purchase by interior buyers of a 
considerable quantity of peaches, apri- 
cotsand prunes, chiefly «he first named, 
has relieyed this market of a weight 
that has been depressing it for some 
time past, but has not as yet resulted 
in the reaction which might be ex- 
pected to follow the lifting of such a 
load. There is, however; muck more 
confidence felt in the future of apri- 
cots and peaches, and less disposition 
is shown to sell. As to prunes, the 
scarcity of the large sizes. restricts 
business, as the demand is chiefly for 
this kind, but there is no improvement 
in prices to be noted. 

The California raisin situation is still 
uncertain, though staternent of 
the president of the Califdérnia Raisin 
Growers’ Association is calculated to 
have a reassuring effect on those who 
have believed that that organization 
contemplated making a revolution in 
the business. The larger handlers in 
the East, however, express great dis- 
satisfaction with the proposed cut in 
commissions to 2% per cent., and some 
of them say that the growers will 
make more enemies than friends if 
they put that plan into operation next 
year. Most of the distributors at this 
end, on the other hand. express ar. in- 
difference as to what the growers may 
do, the inference being that supply and 
demand will regulate the market in 
the future.as in the past. 

At present the demand for loose Cal- 
ifornia Muscate! raisins is slow, but 
there is reported to be a good and in- 
creasing cCemand for seeded _ stock, 
which will afford a good outlet for any 
supply of loose fruit. London layers 
and ‘clusters are in considerable re- 
quest. The supply of layers and bunch 
fruit is reported to be rather light in 
all positions, and for the goods selling 
very full prices are obtained. Foreign 
raisins seem to be attracting more at- 
tention than for several past seasons: 
still sales are of small quantities, and 
the aggregate transactions are light. In 
all lines of raisins on the spot prices 
seem at present to favor the buyer. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


REVIVAL OF SHIP BUILDING. 
The New York Sun says: “The very 
best sign of the good times jn Maine 
fs the arrival of a ship-building boom 
which, while coming too late to make a 
great showing of tonnage launched this 
year, has set the yards and shops going 
at a busier rate than they have known 
for a decade. In years past Maine used 
sto build from 40.000 to 70,000 tons of 
Shipping annually, but of late, for rea- 
sons that have been told over and over 
again, the industry has fallen into de- 
cay, and the figures have been too small 
to be worth publishing, Now, however, 
Maine has a boom in her shipyards, and 
the good effects are felt from Portland 
to’ Eastport. Various causes have eon- 
tributed to bring about this revival of 
ship building, but the war with Spain 
and the commercial conditions and op- 
portunities resultant therefrom are the 
chief factors. It cannot be said that 
the days of wooden ships have re- 
turned, for in all the list of new ves- 
sels launched, in process of construc- 
tion or under contract there is not one 
‘wooden square-rigger. Changed condi- 
‘thons demand new types of vessels, and 
‘Maine is now prepared to. build any- 
thing wanted, from a palatial steam

May closed % of a 
cent higher. Oats ruled active and higher. 
The advance was due to.a good cash de- 
mand, moderate receipts, unfavorable 
weather and the advance in other grains. 
May of high 
pointingly heavy increase in the stocks of 
hog products for December depressed pro- 
visions early. At the resulting decline, how- 
ever, commission-houses had numerous buy- 
ing orders, and packers, who were free 
seilers, turned buyers, the consequence be- 
ing a recovery of practically all the de- 
cjine. May pork closed 2% cents jower: 
May laid,-2%2 cents higher; May ribs, un- 
changed.

LONG BEACH. 


Friction Between Industrial noand 
Pleasure Fishermen, 

LONG BEACH, Jan. 4. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] There has come another clash 
between the industrial fishermen and those 
who fish for pleasure, An injunction, in- 
tended to restrain’ the city from placing 
buoys about the long wharf so as to prevent 


the hauling of seines about there, has been 


issued by the Superior Court. The restraining 
order, which is a temporary one obtained from 
Superior Judge Trask, was issued in response 
to the prayer of the California Fish Company, 
which has a sardine and mackerel-packing es- 
tablishment at East San Pedro. In the peti- 
tion the company represents that it bas paid 
the State license of $15 per year; that the 
placing of buoys, chains and anchors about 
the Long Beach wharf would make that to- 
cality dangerous for the navigation of its fish- 
tng-boat Alpha, which tsa ecrew propeller, 
and would prevent the company from fishing 
for sardines with seines there. The legal 
rights of the parties in the case remain to 
be settled in court. The injunction papers 
were se: veO Saturday cn City Attorney Den o, 
City Trustee Hart and some workmen who 
had been employed to place the bucys abgut- 
the wharf. A, number of beer barrels coated 
with asphaltuin had been procured and fast- 
enings had been attached to them so that 
they coule be connected with coment anchors.

ure boating has increased greatly from season 
to season, so that during the summer there 
is a good deal of friction between masters o. 
private craft as to where they shall moor 
their boats. The beer-barrel buoys were to 
be placed regularly, so that each of the sev- 
eral boats lying about the wharf in summer 
could be assigned to a certain buoy, the buoys 
being numbered so that they could readily be 
distinguished, Such a system, it is stated on 
the part of the city, would give all the craft 
ample mooring space and leave the way clear 
&0 that passengers could embark and dis- 
embark at the landing-place on the wharf 
without danger to themselves or to the craft 
making the landing. 

nents of the plan allege that such a 
system of buoys will not be needGod for four 
or five months yet, and that the object of 
placing the buoys and anchors is to prevent 
the operations of the sardine company's seines 
about the wharf, rather than to furnish boat 
moorings. Otherwise than in its formal peti- 
tion filed in court, the fish-packing company 
remains to be heard from, but it is. probable 
that if given a hearing the company would 
argue that its business is an important in- 
dustry, which furnishes employment for a 
considerable number of people. 

In support of the position assumed by the 
city it may be said that numerous rod and 
line fishermen are attracted to Long Beach 
by the good catches which are frequently 
made from the wharf. It may also be pointed 
out that from a Long Beach standnoint the 
eity should afford protection to the Long 
Beack people who fish with rod and line from 
the wharf as against a company which oper- 
ates in another town. ° 

It is highly probable that the exercise of a 
little more forbearance. both on the part of 
the seinemen and of the pleasure fishermen, 
would abate the ,ll-feeling which has come 
between them. 

LONG BEACH BREVITIES.

SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 4.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The Supervisors were in ses- 
sion all day. 

The annual report of the Law Library 
Association shows that the fees during 1898 
amounted to $377. The sum of $374 was ex- 
pended for new books, and there is an 
outstanding indebtedness, for books, against 
the association of $37.85. The library now 
numbers 1870 books and pamphlets. 

A total of 2565 meals was served to pris- 
oners in the County Jail during December, at 
a cost of 12% cents each, or a tota lof 
$320.62. 

There were seventy inmates at the County 
Hospital on December 1. Sixteen were dis- 
charged and fifteen admitted during the 
month, making the present number sixty- 
nine. The expenses for the month amounted 
to $1003.73, and $39.9 was expended for im- 
provements. Cash to the amount of $55 
was received, making an average cost of 
47% cents per patient a day. 

The Horticultural Commission's expenses 
for December amounted to $345.60, civided 
as follows: Commissioners’ salaries, $110; 
inspectors’ saliries, $166.25; miscellaneous 
expenses, $69.35. The month's receipis 
amounted to $908.96. The report states that 
the commission! has finished the second 
year’s work on black scale at Ontario and 
Cucamonga, where 2400 acres of orange and 
lemon trees have been gassed. The yellow 
ecale district has beer inspected twice, all 
infested trees being tumigated. During 1898, 
the commission expended the following sums: 
Salaries of commissioners, $1899; salaries 
of inspectors, $2120; additions to _ plant, 
$503.02; chemicals, $2759; expenses of in- 
spectors, $859.98; total $15,166.32. The re- 
port states that during the past week sev- 
eral boxes of oranges have arrived from 
Mexico, for exhibition purposes, that are 
infested with the terribly-destructive Mexi- 
can orange maggot. It is advised that the 
fruit be destroyed, wherever distributed. 

DIVIDED COUNCILS. 

Although there is but one Republican on 
the board—Mr. Holbrook—the fusion mem- 
bers are not likely to act as a unit, if to- 
day’s proceedings be any criterion. Mr. 
Cooley offered a resolution, that the sched- 
ule of salaries, as adopted at the last 
county convention of the so-called ‘‘Inde- 
pendent’’ party, be indorsed by the board, 
and the record spread upon the minutes, 
but this preved too big a pill for Chairman 
Glover and Mr. est to swallow, and the 
resolution was not adopted—Cooley and 
White voting yes, and Holbrook, Glover 
and West voting no. 

The motion for the adoption of a reso- 
lution presented by White, condemning the 
contemplated move to keep in office~ more

PROPOSED CHARTER AMENDMENTS 
OVERWHELMINGLY DEFEATED. 


Only One-fourth of the Total Regir- 
tered Vote Polled—Navwal Station 


May He EKsteblished at San 
Dicgo—Coronado Pot Hunters 
and Their Duck Score, 

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 4.={Regular Corre 


spondence.]. To the bad weather may be at- 
tributed the defeat of the proposed charter 
amendments yesterday. Only 100 votes, cut 
cf a total of 4000 in the city, were cast, and 
the amendments were beaten, two to one. 
The whole strength of those opposed to 
the measure was, of course, turned out, 
while the people favoring the amendments 
stayed at home 

The total vote, by wards, was: First 
Ward, for 28 against 67; Second Ward, 
for 16, against 56; Third Ward, for 32, 
against 104: Fourth Ward, for 68, against 
72; Fifth Ward, for 24, against 90; Sixth 
Ward, for 60, against 100; Seventh Waid, 
for 45, against 111; Bighth Ward, for 43, 
against 98; total for, 246; against, 697. 

The people decree, therefore, that there 
Shall be no change in the charter. After 
ali the outcry against the city's law. it is 
surprising to see the vote. by which the 
great majority reject any proposed change. 
The explanation of this may be found in 
the fact that while the present charter pro- 
vides for a multitude of officers. boards 
and commissions, only a few of the offi- 
cers are under bay. all the others serving 
for glory only. Thus the city is really 
cheaply governed, though a mention of the 
various ramifications of gevernment throws 
a siranger into dismay. It is likely that 
the question of economy came in, voteis 
knowing what the present charter is, but 
being in doupt as to the proposed modifica- 
tions. It was generally, but wrongly, be- 
lieved, for instance, that the new Council 
was to be a paid body of men, instead of 
working for nothing, as at present. 

NEW NAVAL STATION. 

It is announced from Washington that 
the Navy Department is about to establish 
a naval station in Southern California. in 
accordance with the recommendation of the 
chief of the bureau of yards and docks. 
San Diego hopes to be the place selectcd. 
The cost of such a station is estimated at 
$100,000, the improvements consisting of a 


Strong pier and sheds for holding a big 
supply of coal, with machinery for handling 


such a station were established, it is 
more than likely that the pier would be 
built somewhere on the Roseville side, 
where the government already owns much 
land fronting on the San Diego Bay. 

The San Diego people are aware that 
San Pedro's friends are on the lookout 
for euch plums from the government, and 
that carly and vigorous work must be done 
to secure for San Diego the naval station 
and dry dock that are sure to be established 
somewhere o, nthe Southern California 
coast within a few years. The Chamber 
of Commerce here is actively at work stir- 
ring up interest in the matter, but from 
previous experience it is conccied that 
if San Pedro's friends put their souls in the 
work ‘they are likely to get away with the 
prize.

PROBLEM SOLVED. 


NEW SCHEME OF GOVERNMENT IN 
OPERATION. 


Patriots and Statesmen Supplied in 
Job Lots by a Los Angeles Mer- 
cantile Concern — Commissioners 
Kept in Stock. 


The head of the secretary of the 
League for Promotion of National 
Gaiety was bulging with large and por- 
tentous ideas yesterday, and he had 
to work off some of his congested wis- 
dom through ‘his derby or take chances 
of an explosion. He got the secretary 


of the late League for Gilt-edged City]. 


Yovernment into a corner, where he 
couldn't back out, and opened up on 
him. 

“Look here,” he said. ‘you’ fellows 
are impractical dreamers and rainbow 
chasers. Why don’t you get down to 
earth and begin your reforms with 
material right under your nose. You 
zo maundering along with your eyes 
fixed upon the unattainable, and break 
your shins stumbling over golden op- 
portunities. 

“Now I don’t suppose it ever struck 
you that the simplest solution of the 
problem of government is being worked 
out quietly and unostentatiously right 
here in Los Angeles. Of course not. 
None of you amateur statesmen seem 
to have noticed it. Why, man, there's 
an outfit on Broadway that turns out 
patriots and statesmen as a hatchery 
turns out salmon fry, and you don't 
know it. Of course, you don’t; you're 
figuring out a scheme for electing the 
dog-pelter by registered mail, and that 
takes all your time. 

“Now let me tell you that the sover- 
eign remedy for all the ills that be- 
set cities, States and nations is, like all 
great things, perfectly simple. It 
may be called for short: ‘Government 
by the Los Angéles Furniture Com- 
pany.’ This plan was inaugurated in 
a quiet, modest way some years ago, 
and beginning so it did not attract 
much attention. The Los Angeles Fur- 
niture Company first turned out a 
Governor of California. Its facilities 
for manufacturing statesmen were 
crude at that time, but allowances must 
be made for first attempts. Even your 
league hasn't got very far along to- 
ward realization cf its ir:descent dream; 
you haven't produced anything but a 
weak imitation of a city bosslet yet. 

‘Then the promoters cf the plan for 
government by the Los Angeles Furni- 
ture Company improved their plant, be- 
came a little more ambitious and 
sprung a regular brass-bound, silver- 
gilt brigadier of militia. He was com- 


plete as to fittings: epaulets, cocked 
hat, tin sword, bullion braid, fuss, 
feathers, copper-bottomed riding 


breeches and an entirely adequate idea 
of his own importance. 

“The next exploit of the company 
in the line of furnishing patriots will- 
ing to serve their country in safe 
positions was the production of a real, 
live quartermaster of United States 
Volunteers. His training in the line of 
wrestling with woven-wire mattresses, 
rocking chairs, cribs and hed elate 
fitted him admirably for martial duties, 
and it is said that he can set up camp 
cots and mess tables quicker than any 
regular in the service. 

“Statesmen are now thicker in ihe 
Los Angeles Furniture Company than 
moths in a wool mattress or buffalo 
bugs in a Brussels carpet. In fact, 
I’ve heard they're thicker than fiddlers 
in Lower Sactamento. They've got 
up a sign in the office reading: ‘States- 
men made while you walt.’ The citv 
needed a park commissioner: sent over 
an order to the Los Angeles Furni- 
ture Company, and the truck delivered 
one at the City Hall in ten minutes. 
Yesterday the Council found itself 
shy one police commissioner, rang up 
the Los Angeles Furniture Company, 
found that it carried police commis- 
sioners in stock and ordered one c.o.d., 
He was sent over in the original nack- 
age, unboxed and found to be slightly 
damaged, but was accepted with rebate. 

“This is only a starter. The Los 
Angeles Furniture Company is  pre- 
pared to fill all orders promptly. If 
the citv needs a library trustee, the 
L. A. F. Co. has a porter all ready 
for the job. Policemen wanted? L. A. 
F. Co. has book-keepers to burn. Pound- 
master? There’s the president of the 
concern ready to step right inte the 
breach. Now that’s quite a jump from 
Governcr to Poundmaster. but great 
ee s often come from little begin- 
nin 

“Our league is so well convinced of 
the merits and advantages of this 
new idea in government that we pre 
going to have Senator Bulla introduce, 
by request, a bill to abandon the clum- 
sy elective system and turn the roy- 
ernment cver to the Los Angeles Fur- 
niture Company. I've no doubt that a 
very fair’ brand of United States Seén- 
ator could be turned out by the com- 
pany on a-rush order.”

Dr. Morrison Re-elected as County 
Stock Inspector.
